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ALL  ESTABLISHMENTS  VERSUS

In  tables  1  and  7  of  this  report,  data  are  presented  for  two 
major  categories  of  establishments:  All  establishments  and' 
establishments  with  payroll. 

All  establishments  includes  those  with  no  payroll  and  those 
with  payroll.  By  subtracting  the  appropriate  data  (number  of 
establishments  and  receipts)  for  establishments  with  payroll 
from  that  for  all  establishments,  data  for  establishments  with  no 
payroll  are  derived.

Receipts  of  the  525  establishments  is  $7,561  (000). 

For  several  kinds  of  business,  data  are  not  shown  for  all 
establishments.  Instead,  a  double  asterisk  (.♦)  appears  (see 
Abbreviations  and  Symbols).  This  situation  occurs  because  the 
data  come  from  two  sources,  and  one  source  classifies  by  kind 
of  business  in  greater  detail  than  the  other. 

For  the  establishments  with  no  payroll,  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  obtains  on  computer  tape  limited  information  extracted 
by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  from  Federal  income  tax  re- 
turns. Classifications  for  establishments  with  payroll  come  from 
Census  Bureau  records  developed  from  one  of  the  Bureau's 
mail  canvasses.  The  establishments  with  no  payroll  are  coded 
in  less  detail  than  the  establishments  with  payroll    Therefore, 


the  combined  data  for  all  establishments  (establishments  with 
no  payroll  plus  establishments  with  payroll)  are  presented  in 
less  kind-of-business  detail  than  are  data  for  establishments  with 
payroll  alone.

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INTRODUCTION 


HISTORY  OF  THE  ECONOMIC  CENSUSES 

The  economic  censuses  are  comprehensive  and  periodic  can- 
vasses of  the  Nation's  industrial  and  business  activities.  Taken 
by  the  Census  Bureau,  a  part  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce,  the  censuses  provide  a  detailed  statistical  profile  of  a 
large  segment  of  the  national  economy. 

The  first  economic  census  of  the  United  States  was  con- 
ducted as  part  of  the  1810  decennial  census,  when  inquiries  on 
manufacturing  were  included  with  the  census  of  population.  All 
other  decennial  censuses  through  1900,  except  that  in  1830, 
contained  questions  on  manufacturing.  In  1904  the  quin- 
quennial census  of  manufacturing  began.  It  was  conducted  every 
fifth  year  until  1920  and  every  second  year  from  1921  to  1939. 
Although  some  distributive  trade  data  were  collected  in  the 
decennial  census  of  1840,  the  first  census  of  business  was  taken 
in  1929.  It  covered  only  retail  and  wholesale  trades,  but 
beginning  with  the  second  business  census  in  1933  and  in 
succeeding  censuses  various  services  also  have  been  included. 
Business  censuses  were  subsequently  taken  for  1935  and  1939 
and  after  a  wartime  interruption  were  resumed  in  1948. 
Beginning  in  1954,  and  continuing  in  the  censuses  of  1958, 
1963,  1967,  and  1972,  the  business  censuses  have  been 
conducted  concurrently  with  the  censuses  of  manufactures  and 
mineral  industries.  Beginning  with  the  1967  censuses.  Congress 
authorized  the  economic  censuses  to  be  taken  at  5-year  intervals 
covering  years  ending  in  "2"  and  "7". 

USES  OF  THE  ECONOMIC  CENSUSES 

The  economic  censuses  are  the  primary  source  of  facts  about 
the  structure  and  functioning  of  the  economy  and,  therefore, 
provide  information  essential  for  both  government  and  business. 
The  censuses  furnish  an  important  part  of  the  framework  for 
such  composite  measures  as  the  national  accounts.  In  fore- 
casting and  planning,  they  are  especially  useful  in  analyzing  the 
national  product  in  terms  of  the  transactions  that  determine  its 
size  and  composition.  The  economic  censuses  also  provide 
weights  and  benchmarks  for  indexes  of  industrial  production, 
productivity,  and  price,  all  of  which  are  essential  for  under- 
standing current  economic  developments. 

Manufacturers  and  distributors  make  widespread  use  of  the 
economic  censuses  in  establishing  measures  of  their  potential  mar- 
kets by  areas,  kinds  of  businesses,  and  kinds  of  products.  Man- 
agement in  various  industries  and  trades  get  facts  from  them  for 
use  in  economic  or  sales  forecasting,  analyzing  sales  performance, 
laying  out  sales  territories,  allocating  advertising  budgets,  and  lo- 
cating plants,  warehouses,  and  stores.  Trade  organizations  use  cen- 
sus statistics  for  insight  into  changes  in  the  structure  of  industry. 
State  and  local  governments  use  the  geographic  detail  that  de- 
cribes  the  patterns  of  economic  change  in  individual  communi- 
ties. Local  business  organizations  and  research  groups  do  too. 


Following  every  census,  reports  are  purchased  by  thousands 
of  businesses  and  other  users;  likewise,  census  facts  are  widely 
disseminated  by  trade  associations,  business  journals,  and  the 
daily  press.  Volumes  containing  census  statistics  are  available  in 
most  major  public  and  college  libraries. 

AUTHORITY  AND  SCOPE  OF  THE  ECONOMIC 
CENSUSES 

The  economic  censuses  are  required  by  law  under  title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code,  sections  131,  191,  and  224,  which  direct 
that  they  be  taken  at  5-year  intervals.  The  1977  Economic 
Censuses  covered  manufacturing,  mining  and  quarrying,  con- 
struction industries,  retail  trade,  wholesale  trade,  service  in- 
dustries, and  selected  transportation  activities.  The  next 
economic  censuses  are  scheduled  to  be  taken  in  1983  covering 
the  year  1982. 

CENSUS  OF  SERVICE  INDUSTRIES 

The  1977  Census  of  Service  Industries,  part  of  the  1977 
Economic  Censuses,  covered  services  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  Manual,'  except  Religious  Organi- 
zations (SIC  866),  Private  Households  (SIC  881),  and  govern- 
mental organizations  classified  in  the  covered  industries. 

The  scope  of  the  census  also  included  SIC  4722,  Arrange- 
ment of  Passenger  Transportation,  a  component  of  SIC  Major 
Group  47,  Transportation  Services. 

To  simplify  data  presentations  and  comparisons  of  those  ser- 
vice industries  covered  in  previous  censuses,  the  census  of  ser- 
vice industries  is  comprised  of  two  segments:

The  basic  tabulations  in  this  report  do  not  include  data  for 
central  administrative  offices  (CAO's),  captive  warehouses,  and 
other  units  which  primarily  service  or  are  auxiliary  to  estab- 
lishments within  the  same  organizations.  Data  for  CAO's  and 
auxiliaries  will  be  found  in  a  subsequent  report  issued  as  part  of 
the  subject  series  of  the  1977  Enterprise  Statistics  survey. 

For  the  1977  Census  of  Service  Industries,  large-  and 
medium-size  firms,  plus  all  firms  known  to  operate  more  than 
one  establishment,  were  sent  questionnaires  to  be  completed 
and  returned  to  the  Bureau  by  mail.  For  most  very  small  firms, 
including  those  with  no  paid  employees,  data  from  existing 
records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  (IRS)  and  the  Social 
Security  Administration  (SSA)  were  used  instead.  The  two 
sources  included  basic  information  on  location,  kind  of  busi- 
ness, volume  of  receipts  and  payrolls,  and  number  of  employees. 
In  addition,  more  detailed  information  for  selected  kinds  of 
business  was  obtained  on  the  various  questionnaires. 

Appendix  A  gives  a  more  detailed  explanation  of  census 
coverage  and  methodology. 

ESTABLISHMENT  AND  FIRM  SIZE 

This  report  represents  a  recompilation  of  data  collected  in  the 
1977  Census  of  Service  Industries  and  is  divided  into  three  cate- 
gories: size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm,  and  legal  form  of 
organization. 

Size  of  establishment— Establishments  which  operated  the  entire 
year  have  been  classified  into  the  various  size  groupings  used  in 
the  establishment  size  tables.  An  establishment  is  classified 
as  "operated  entire  year"  if  it  operated  10  months  or 
more  during  the  year  and  was  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Establishments  which  were  temporarily  or  seasonally  in- 
active at  the  end  of  1977 were  also  considered  as  "operated  en-

tire  year"  if  they  were  in  operation  for  10  months  or  more 
during  the  year.  See  Period  operated  under  Comparability  of 
1972  and  1977  Censuses  in  appendix  A  for  differences  in  the 
treatment  of  seasonal  establishments  in  the  two  censuses. 

Data  for  all  other  establishments  are  included  in  the  totals 
for  each  kind  of  business  and  are  separately  summarized  as 
"not  operated  entire  year."  Note  that  since  the  count  of  estab- 
lishments in  this  census  represents  the  number  in  business  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  shown  in  the  "Establishments" 
column  for  the  line  "Not  in  business  at  end  of  year"  is  not 
included  in  the  corresponding  totals  or  subtotals  above.  Of  the 
kinds  of  business  that  are  generally  seasonal  in  nature  (e.g., 
amusement  parks),  establishments  which  operated  less  than  10 
months  and  were  either  in  operation  or  seasonally  (or  tempo- 
rarily) inactive  at  the  end  of  1977  have  been  classified  into 
abbreviated  versions  of  the  size  groupings. 

Receipts  5/>e— Depending  on  the  value  of  receipts  reported 
for  the  year  1977,  establishments  which  operated  the  entire 
year  are  classified  into  nine  receipts-size  groups.  For 
"seasonal"  kinds  of  business,  data  are  presented  for  eight 
additional  receipts-size  groups  for  establishments  not  op- 
erated the  entire  year  and  either  in  operation  or  seasonally 
(or  temporarily)  inactive  at  the  end  of  1977.  As  the  class 
intervals  indicate,  establishments  were  classified  by  receipts- 
size  groups  after  the  reported  receipts  figures  had  been 
rounded  to  the  nearest  thousand  dollars. 

Employment  s/ze— Depending  on  the  number  of  employees 
on  the  payroll  during  the  pay  period  including  March  12, 
1977,  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year  are 
classified  into  11  employment-size  groups.  For  "seasonal" 
kinds  of  business,  data  are  presented  for  four  additional 
employment-size  groups  for  establishments  not  operated 
the  entire  year  and  either  in  operation  or  seasonally 
(or  temporarily)  inactive  at  the  end  of  1977.  Proprietors  and 
unpaid  family  workers  were  not  regarded  as  employees  in 
determining  the  employment  size  of  an  establishment. 

Size  of  firm— A  firm  may  be  either  a  single-establishment  firm 
(single  unit)  or  a  multiestablishment  (multiunit)  firm.  Firm  size 
groups  are  based  on  aggregate  data  for  all  establishments  oper- 
ated by  the  same  firm  in  the  kind-of-business  classification, 
group,  or  total  for  which  data  are  presented.  Data  are 
presented  based  on  receipts  size  of  firm,  employment  size 
of  firm,  concentration  by  largest  firms  as  well  as  for  single 
units  and  multiunits  (by  number  of  establishments  operated). 

Single  units  and  multiunits— Fkms  are  classified  into  seven 
size  groups  based  on  the  number  of  establishments  operated 
December  31,  1977.  A  single  unit  is  a  firm  with  only 
one  establishment  engaged  in  economic  activities.  A  multi- 
unit,  or  a  multiestablishment  firm,  is  a  firm  with  two  or 
more  establishments  engaged  in  economic  activities.  A  multi- 
establishment  firm  may,  however,  operate  only  one  estab- 
lishment classified  in  selected  service  industries. 

Receipts  s/ze— Depending  on  the  value  of  receipts  reported 
for  the  year  1977,  firms  are  classified  into  twelve  receipts- 
size  groups.   As  the   class   intervals   in  this  table  indicate. 
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firms  were  classified  by  receipts-size  groups  after  the 
reported  receipts  figures  had  been  rounded  to  the  nearest 
thousand  dollars  for  individual  establishnnents. 

Employment  5/>e— Depending  on  the  number  of  employees 
on  the  payroll  during  the  pay  period  including  March  12, 
1977,  firms  are  classified  into  10  employment-size  groups. 
Proprietors  and  unpaid  family  workers  were  not  regarded 
as  employees  in  determining  the  employment  size  of 
individual    establishments. 

Concentration  of  largest  firms— Data  are  presented  separately 
for  the  4,  8,  20,  and  50  largest  firms  based  on  total 
receipts.

tions. It  includes  two  or  more  contiguous  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  which  meet  specific  criteria  of  size, 
urban  character,  integration,  and  contiguity  of  urbanized 
areas.

Legal  form  of  organization— Data  represent  a  summary  for 
individual  establishments,  rather  than  for  firms.  For  the 
method  of  assigning  "legal  form"  see  Comparability  of  1972 
and  1977  Censuses,  Legal  form  of  organization,  in  appendix  A. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Federal  law  governing  census  reports,  no 
data  are  published  that  would  disclose  the  operations  of  an 
individual  establishment  or  business.  However,  the  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  classification  is  not 
considered  a  disclosure,  so  this  information  may  be  shown 
even  though  other  information  is  withheld.

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APPENDIX  A.   General  Explanation 


CENSUS  COVERAGE  AND  METHODOLOGY 

Structure  and  method  of  enumeration  of  the  1977  Census  of 
Service  Industries— General— Firms  covered  in  the  1977  Census 
of  Service  Industries  were  divided  into  the  nonmaii  universe  and 
mail  universe.  The  coverage  and  the  method  of  obtaining  census 
information  from  each  follow: 

1.  The  nonmaii  universe  consists  of  firms  which  were  not 
required  to  file  a  regular  census  return  and  includes: 

a.  All  taxable  nonemployers,  i.e.,  all  firms  with  no  paid 
employees  during  1977.  Receipts  information  for  them 
was   obtained    from    1977    Federal    income  tax  records. 

The  census  included  only  those  service  nonemployer 
firms  which  reported  a  receipts  volume  of  $1,000  or  more 
during  1977  plus  firms  in  operation  for  less  than  the  full 
year  with  reported  receipts  which,  if  projected  to  an 
annual  basis,  would  have  reached  a  total  of  $1,000  or 
more.  This  treatment  is  the  same  as  in  the  1972  census. 
Tax-exempt  establishments  with  no  paid  employees  were 
excluded  as  in  previous  censuses. 

b.  Selected  small  employers,  i.e.,  single-establishment  firms 
with  payroll  below  a  specified  cutoff.  (The  term 
"employers"  refers  to  firms  with  paid  employees  as 
shown  in  the  active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service  (IRS),  whether  or  not  they  were  subject  to 
payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes.)  Although  the  cutoff  varied  by  kind  of  business, 
small  employers  generally  were  firms  with  one  to  three 
employees. 

Data  on  receipts,  payroll,  and  employment  for  "under 
cutoff"  employer  firms  were  generally  obtained  from  the 
records  of  the  I RS  and  the  Social  Security  Administration 
(SSA).  However,  the  need  for  specialized  data  for  some 
kinds  of  business  precluded  reliance  solely  on  these 
administrative  records  sources.  For  some  of  these  classifi- 
cations involving  large  numbers  of  firms,  a  10-percent 
sample  was  included  in  the  mail  universe;  for  those 
involving  relatively  small  numbers,  all  were  included  in 
the  mail  universe. 

2.  The  mail  universe  consists  of  firms  for  which  information  was 
obtained  basically  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass  and  includes: 

a.  Large  employers,  i.e.,  all  employer  firms  above  the  size 
cutoff  referred  to  in  section  lb  above.  Within  this 
category,  an  Annual  Organization  Survey  is  conducted  to 
identify    firms   which    operated    establishments   at  more 


than  one  location  and  to  obtain  information  on  payroll 
and  mid-March  employment  at  each  location.  The  1976 
Annual  Organization  Survey  was  used  as  a  coverage  check 
in  the  census.  In  the  census  mailing  package,  firms  were 
sent  a  form  to  use  in  updating  the  list  of  establishments 
with  those  opened  since  1976. 

b.  Small  employers— This  category  consists  of  small  firms 
in-classifications  for  which  specialized  data  requirements 
precluded  reliance  solely  on  administrative  records 
sources  (see   lb  above). 

Structure  and  method  of  enumeration  of  the  1977  Census  of 
Service  Industries— For  industries  covered  in  this  report,  except 
those  indicated  in  the  following  paragraph,  all  employer  firms 
were  included  in  the  "mail  universe".  The  "nonmaii  universe" 
consisted  only  of  nonemployers  (see  section  1  above). 

The  "mail  universe"  for  Funeral  Service  and  Crematories 
(SIC  726),  Credit  Reporting  and  Collection  Agencies  (SIC 
732),  Automotive  Repair  Shops,  Except  Tire  Retreading  and 
Repair  Shops  (SIC  753,  except  7534),  Museums  and  Botanical 
and  Zoological  Gardens  (supported  primarily  by  admission 
charges)  (SIC  7999  pt.),  and  Accounting,  Auditing,  and  Book- 
keeping Services  (SIC  893)  consisted  of  all  large  employers  (see 
section  2a  above)  and  a  10-percent  sample  of  small  employers 
(with  payroll  below  a  specified  cutoff,  as  described  in  section 
lb  above).  All  other  establishments  were  included  in  the  non- 
mail  universe. 

Data  for  nonemployer  firms,  for  which  specialized  industry 
data  were  not  obtained  are  included  only  in  tables  1,  2,  and  36 
of  this  report.  Nonemployer  firms  account  for  about  61  percent 
of  all  taxable  service  establishments,  but  only  about  9  percent 
of  total  receipts  of  these  establishments. 

Method  of  classifying  kinds  of  business— The  service  industries 
classifications  for  all  establishments  were  based  on  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  Manual.'  However,  the  method  of 
assigning  these  classifications  and  the  level  of  detail  at  which 
establishments  were  classified  differed  between  the  nonmaii  and 
mail  universes  as  follows: 

1   The  nonmaii  universe 

a.  All  nonemployer  firms  were  classified  on  the  basis  of 
information  supplied  on  the  Federal  income  tax  returns. 
They  were  coded  in  less  detail  than  employer  firms; 
therefore,    the    combined    data    for    all    establishments

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(nonemployer  firms  plus  establishments  of  employer 
firms)  are  presented  in  less  kind-of-business  detail  than  are 
the  data  for  employer  establishments  alone. 

b.  Selected  small  employers  were  classified  on  the  basis  of 
the  most  current  census  kind-of-business  classification 
available  from  one  of  the  Bureau's  current  surveys  or  the 
1972  census.  Otherwise,  the  SSA  classification  was  used 
or  the  IRS  classification  based  on  the  firm's  description  of 
its  principal  business  activity  as  entered  on  its  IRS 
business  tax  return. 

If  the  census,  SSA,  and  IRS  classifications  proved 
inadequate  (none  corresponded  to  a  1977  census  cl-assifi- 
cation  in  the  detail  required  for  employers),  the  firm  was 
sent  a  brief  inquiry  requesting  information  necessary  to 
assign  a  1977  census  kind-of-business  code. 

2.  Establishments  in  the  mail  universe  were  classified  on  the 
basis  of  answers  to  special  inquiries  on  the  census  questionnaire. 

COMPARABILITY  OF  1972  AND  1977  CENSUSES 

The  1972  and  1977  censuses  were  conducted  under  similar 
conditions  and  procedures.  However,  strict  comparability  of  the 
data  for  the  two  censuses  is  limited  by  the  following  factors: 

Geographic  areas— The  boundaries  of  a  number  of  areas  for 
which  data  are  shown  in  the  1977  census  are  not  the  same  as  in 
the  1972  census  because  of  additions  and  redefinitions  of 
SMSA's  since  1972.  See  appendix  E  for  titles  and  definitions  of 
SMSA's  as  of  December  1977. 

Receipts— 

1.  Sales,  occupancy,  admissions,  and  other  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  forwarded  to  taxing  authorities,  included  in 
the  1972  receipts  statistics,  are  excluded  from  the  1977 
receipts  statistics.  Studies  have  shown  that  these  items  were 
substantially  underreported  in  the  1972  census. 

2.  In  the  1972  census,  legal  service  establishments  were  requested 
to  report  gross  receipts  from  services  provided  during  1972, 
whether  or  not  payment  was  received  in  1972.  Asa  result  of 
a  census  study  concerning  the  operating  and  billing  pro- 
cedures for  such  establishments,  legal  service  establishments 
in  the  1977  census  were  requested  to  report  payments  re- 
ceived in  1977  for  services  rendered,  regardless  of  when  the 
services  were  provided. 

3.  Receipts  data  published  for  advertising  agencies  in  the  1972 
census  reflected  gross  receipts,  including  gross  billings  for 
advertising  media  and  outside  production  services.  The 
1977  receipts  data  reflect  commissions  on  media,  fees,  and 
other  agency  income— a  more  representative  measure  of  the 
volume  of  business  for  such  establishments. 

Scope— The  1977  Census  of  Service  Industries  covered  services 
as  defined  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual, 
except  Religious  Organizations  (SIC  866),  Private  Households 
(SIC  891),  and  governmental  organizations  classified  in  the 
covered    industries.    The    scope    of   the   census   also    included 


Arrangement  of  Passenger  Transportation  (SIC  4722),  a  com- 
ponent of  Major  Group  47,  Transportation  Services. 

Other  service  industries  (see  Introduction  for  list  of  indus- 
tries) were  covered  for  the  first  time  in  1977  as  part  of  a  major 
expansion  in  the  scope  of  the  census  of  service  industries. 
Consequently,  there  are  no  data  from  the  1972  census  to  which 
most  of  these  data  can  be  compared. 

Government-operated  or  controlled  establishments  are  ex- 
cluded from  this  census  since  such  activities  are  covered  in  the 
census  of  governments.  Although  in  the  census  of  governments 
each  governmental  unit  is  treated  as  a  single  legal  entity,  data 
are  published  by  broad  functional  groupings  such  as  health, 
education,  and  social  services. 

Establishments  owned  by  a  governmental  entity  but  operated 
by  a  private  organization  are  included  in  this  census.  Establish- 
ments funded  by  government  but  whose  operations  are  not 
under  the  control  of  a  government  entity  (or  board  of  directors 
appointed  by  such  an  entity  or  publicly  elected)  are  also 
included. 

Establishments  without  payroll  which  are  exempt  from 
payment  of  Federal  income  tax  under  provisions  of  Sections 
501  to  521  of  the  IRS  Code  are  also  excluded  from  the  scope 
of  the  census. 

Legal  service  entities  which  are  essentially  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  sharing  payroll  and  other  expenses  (expense-sharing 
associations),  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  1972  census, 
are  included  in  1977.  See  the  description  for  "Legal  services" 
(SIC  81)  in  Kind -of -Business  Classifications  below  for  the 
explanation   of   census  treatment   of  such   associations. 

Classifications— Although  the  classification  description  for  SIC 
7929,  "Bands,  orchestras,  actors,  and  other  entertainers  and 
entertainment  groups,"  is  identical  in  the  two  censuses,  its 
components  were  restructured  for  1977.  Consequently,  com- 
parisons of  data  between  1972  and  1977  for  subclassifications 
(SIC  7929  pt.)  are  limited. 

Legal  form  of  organization— In  the  1972  census,  the  legal  form 
of  organization  was  based  on  data  reported  directly  in  the 
censuses  only  for  establishments  of  large  multiestablishment 
companies— those  with  a  total  company  employment  of  250 
persons  or  more.  These  large  firms  included  information  on  legal 
form  of  organization  in  their  company  summary  reports.  The 
legal  form  of  organization  of  all  other  establishments  was 
generally  decided  by  the  type  of  IRS  business  income  tax  return 
form  they  filed;  e.g.,  a  business  filing  a  partnership  Federal  tax 
return  (form  1065)  was  assumed  to  be  a  partnership. 

In  1977,  the  legal  form  of  organization  was  determined  for 
establishments  in  the  mail  universe  on  the  basis  of  the  response 
to  the  legal  form  of  organization  inquiry  on  the  census  forms. 
The  legal  form  of  organization  of  nonmail  establishments  was 
generally  decided  by  the  type  of  IRS  business  income  tax  return 
form  filed. 

This  report  presents  data  for  service  industries  by  the  follow- 
ing legal  forms  of  organization: 

^.  Individual    proprietorship— fK    firm    (establishment)    owned 
by    one    individual. 
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2.  Partnership— A  firm  (establishment)  owned  by  two  or  more 
persons  each  of  whom  has  a  financial  interest  in  the  firm. 

3.  Professional  service  organization— A  firm  (establishment) 
formed  under  State  professional  association  or  corporation 
statutes. 

4.  Corporation— A  firm  (establishment)  except  professional  ser- 
vice   corporation,    legally    incorporated    under    State    laws. 

5.  Other  legal  forms-Includes  incorporated  businesses  as  de- 
termined from  administrative  records,  which  did  not  respond 
to  the  legal  form  of  organization  inquiry;  estates;  receiver- 
ships; joint  ventures;  cooperatives;  and  other  firms  whose 
legal  form  of  ownership  is  not  one  of  those  defined  above. 

Period  operated— In  the  1972  census,  seasonal  establishments  or 
those  temporarily  inactive  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  deter- 
mined to  be  "operated  entire  year"  or  "not  operated  entire 
year"  on  the  basis  of  the  length  of  time  the  establishment  was 
owned.  For  example,  a  summer  recreational  camp  owned  for 
the  full  year  but  operated  for  only  4  months  would  have  been 
considered  "operated  entire  year."  In  1977,  the  determination 
for  such  establishments  was  based  on  the  length  of  time  each 
was  actively  operated. 

FEDERAL  INCOME  TAX  STATUS 

For  the  first  time,  in  1977,  establishments  covered  by  the 
census  of  service  industries  were  classified  based  on  Federal 
income  tax  filing  requirements  (see  section  on  Census  Coverage 
and  Methodology  above).  This  classification  was  based  primarily 
upon  the  response  to  an  inquiry  on  the  census  questionnaire. 
Establishments  which  indicated  that  all  or  part  of  their  income 
was  exempt  from  Federal  income  tax  under  provision  of 
Section  501  or  521  of  the  IRS  Code  were  classified  as  tax- 
exempt;  establishments  indicating  no  such  exemption  were 
classified  as  taxable.  For  establishments  in  the  nonmail  universe, 
the  tax  status  classification  was  based  upon  administrative  data. 
The  basic  dollar  volume  measure  for  taxable  establishments 
is  "receipts"  (see  the  Explanation  of  Terms  section  below  for 
a  definition);  whereas,  the  basic  dollar  volume  measure  for  tax- 
exempt  establishments  is  "expenses"  (also  defined  below  in  the 
Explanation  of  Terms  section). 

TREATMENT  OF  NONRESPONSE 


respond  to  the  particular  inquiry  for  which  data  are  presented. 
Unless  otherwise  noted  in  the  specific  table,  data  for  these 
special  inquiries  of  taxable  establishments  have  been  expanded 
in  direct  relationship  to  total  receipts,  i.e.,  it  is  assumed  that 
the  characteristics  of  establishments  not  responding  to  the 
particular  special  inquiry  are  similar  to  establishments  in  the 
same  category  (publication  table  line)  which  did  respond  to  the 
inquiry.  For  tax-exempt  establishments,  the  same  procedure  was 
applied  to  expenses. 

All  tables  in  which  data  are  expanded  to  account  for  nonre- 
spondents  include  a  "coverage"  indicator  for  each  publication 
category  which  shows  the  receipts  (or  expenses)  of  establish- 
ments responding  to  the  special  inquiry  as  a  percent  of  total 
receipts  (or  expenses)  of  all  establishments  for  which  data  are 
shown.  Unless  otherwise  noted  in  the  specific  table,  data  are 
shown  in  this  report  only  for  categories  for  which  the  "coverage" 
or  level  of  response,  was  60  percent  or  higher;  i.e.,  for  which 
total  receipts  (or  expenses)  of  establishments  responding  to  the 
inquiry  equalled  or  exceeded  60  percent  of  total  receipts  (or 
expenses)  of  all  establishments  in  the  category. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

The  nature  of  many  of  the  activities  included  in  this  report  is 
not  commercial  in  the  sense  of  a  "for-profit"  or  proprietary 
business  enterprise,  and  the  terms  used  to  describe  commercial 
businesses  often  are  not  descriptive  of  such  noncommercial 
services.  However,  in  the  aggregate  measurement  of  the  pro- 
duction and  delivery  of  goods  and  services  in  the  economy,  an 
attempt  is  made  to  maintain  as  much  conformity  of  measures  as 
practicable.  Therefore,  while  some  of  the  data  measures,  con- 
cepts, or  terms  such  as  "business,"  "establishment,"  and  "firm," 
are  not  usually  associated  with  many  of  the  noncommercial 
activities,  it  must  be  recognized  that  they  are  referencing  an 
economic  unit  such  as  a  physical  location  or  legal  entity 
involved  in  the  production  or  distribution  of  goods  or  rendering 
of  services. 


Associate  lawyers-These  are  lawyers  employed  by  legal  service 
establishments,  and  include  all  lawyer  "members"  of  profes- 
sional service  organizations.  Sole  practitioners  and  partners  are 
excluded. 


Census  reports  included  two  distinctly  different  types  of 
inquiries,  "basic"  and  "special."  Basic  or  general  inquiries, 
which  included  location,  kind  of  business,  receipts  (for  taxable 
establishments),  operating  expenses  (for  tax-exempt  establish- 
ments), payroll,  and  number  of  employees,  were  available  from 
a  combination  of  sources  for  all  establishments.  Special  inquiries, 
tailored  to  the  particular  kinds  of  business  covered  by  the 
report,  were  available  only  from  establishments  in  the  "mail 
universe"  which  completed  the  appropriate  inquiries  on  the 
questionnaire. 

Data  for  special  inquiries  in  this  report  have  been  expanded 
in  most  tables  to  account  for  establishments  which  did  not 


Associate  physicians/dentists-Physicians  or  dentists  who  are 
paid  employees  of  establishments  classified  as  offices  of  phy- 
sicians or  offices  of  dentists,  respectively.  Included  are 
practicing  "members"  or  "shareholders"  of  professional  service 
organizations  or  corporations;  excluded  are  proprietors  or 
partners  of  unincorporated  firms. 

Associations  of  lawyers  for  expense  sharing  (SIC  81)  formed 
solely  for  the  sharing  of  expenses  (including  payroll)  and  not 
for  the  purpose  of  jointly  carrying  on  their  profession. 
("Receipts"  are  not  applicable  for  these  associations  since  their 
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operations  are  covered  by  reimbursements  from  member  firms, 
and  not  considered  operating  receipts  for  legal  services  provided. 
Neither  are  such  entities  considered  separate  operating  establish- 
ments; however,  their  payroll  and  employment  data  are  in- 
cluded in  statistics  presented  for  this  category.) 


Associations  of  physicians  for  expense  sharing  (SIC  801  pt) 

are  not  counted  as  establishments;  only  the  offices  of  physicians 
that  comprise  such  associations  are  included  in  figures  for 
number  of  establishments,  since  it  is  the  offices  of  physicians 
that  actually  provide  medical  services.  However,  payroll  and 
employment  for  associations  of  physicians  for  expense  sharing 
are  included  in  the  totals  for  Offices  of  Physicians  (SIC  801). 
For  offices  of  physicians,  dentists,  osteopathic  physicians, 
and  other  health  practitioners,  each  physical  location  was 
regarded  as  a  separate  establishment  only  if  it  were  staffed  on  a 
full-time  basis. 


Average  admission  price— Represents  receipts  from  admissions 
divided  by  the  number  of  paid  admissions.  For  the  years  1954, 
1958,  and  1963,  the  amount  of  taxes  collected,  which  was 
included  in  the  admission  receipts  component  of  this  ratio, 
was  estimated  based  on  establishments  responding  only  to  the 
sources  of  receipts  inquiry  (rather  than  to  both  the  sources  of 
receipts  and  the  admissions  inquiries).  For  1967  and  1972, 
taxes  were  also  included  in  admission  receipts,  but  were  not 
estimated.  For  1977,  taxes  were  excluded. 

Average  rate  per  occupied  room— Represents  the  average  daily 
charge  for  rental  of  an  individual  guestroom.  The  value  is  de- 
rived through  a  computation  using  the  following  reported  com- 
ponents: receipts  from  room  rentals  and  number  of  guest- 
rooms; weighted  average  percentage  of  occupancy  (computed 
based  on  the  reported  percentage  of  occupancy  inquiry);  and 
average  days  operated  (based  on  reported  months  in  operation). 
The  computation  divides  room  rental  receipts  by  the  product  of 
the  other  three  components.  Data  presented  on  average  rate  per 
occupied  room  represent  all  establishments  in  business  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  although  only  those  reporting  the  pertinent 
inquiries  were  used  in  the  computation. 

Capacity 

1.  Conventional    theater   capac/fy— Represents    the    maximum 
number  of  seats  available  to  theater  patrons. 

2.  Drive-in  t/jeafer  capac/f/— Represents  the  maximum  number 
of  viewing  spaces  available  to  motor  vehicles. 

Central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliaries— Each  company 
included  in  this  census  was  asked  to  identify  and  report 
separately  as  "central  administrative  offices"  or  "auxiliaries" 
those  locations  whose  primary  functions  were  to  manage, 
administer,    service,    or    support    the    activities  of    the    other 


establishments  of  the  company.  Data  for  such  central  admini- 
strative offices  and  auxiliaries  which  primarily  support  the 
establishments  covered  in  this  report  will  be  presented  in  a 
subsequent  report  issued  as  part  of  the  1977  Enterprise 
Statistics  series  of  reports. 


Collecting  and  distributing  units  (branch  outlets,  pick-up  sta- 
tions, terminals,  depots)  owned  and  operated  by  laundry  and 
cleaning  companies  are  considered  to  be  integral  parts  of  such  ' 
companies,  and  are  not  treated  as  separate  establishments.  The 
payroll  and  employment  of  such  locations  are  included  with 
those  of  the  laundry  or  dry-cleaning  plant. 

Employment  size— Firms  (establishments)  are  classified  by  size 
according  to  the  number  of  paid  employees  (including  part-time 
employees)  for  the  pay  period  including  March  12,  1977. 
Proprietors  and  partners,  even  though  they  may  have  been 
actively  engaged  in  the  operation  of  the  firm,  are  not  counted 
as  paid  employees  in  determining  employment  size,  nor  is  their 
compensation  included  in  payroll. 

Establishment— An  establishment  is  a  single  physical  location  at 
which  business  is  conducted.  It  is  not  necessarily  identical  to 
a  company  or  enterprise,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more 
establishments.  The  count  of  establishments  in  this  publication 
represents  the  number  in  business  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

For  the  most  part,  census  of  service  industries  figures  repre- 
sent a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  establishments  rather 
than  companies.  When  a  census  report  was  received  from  a 
large  employer  (see  2a  under  Census  Coverage  and  Meth- 
odology) indicating  that  business  was  conducted  at  more  than 
one  location,  each  such  location  was  treated  as  a  separate 
establishment.  Conversely,  when  a  company's  Federal  income 
tax  data  were  used  instead  of  a  census  report,  or  when  a  company 
included  in  the  10-percent  sample  of  small  employers  (see 
2b  under  Census  Coverage  and  Methodology)  reported  opera- 
tions at  more  than  one  location,  only  one  establishment 
was  tallied  in  the  publications.  Consequently,  the  number  of 
establishments  published  in  the  1977  Census  of  Service  Indus- 
tries is  understated. 

When  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
location  under  a  single  ownership,  all  activities  generally  were 
grouped  together  as  a  single  establishment  and  the  entire  estab- 
lishment was  classified  on  the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all 
data  for  it  were  included  in  that  classification.  However,  when 
distinct  and  separate  economic  activities  (for  which  different 
industry  classification  codes  were  appropriate)  were  conducted 
under  the  same  ownership  at  a  single  location,  and  when  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  SIC  manual  for  recognizing  the  existence 
of  more  than  one  establishment  were  met,  separate  establish- 
ment reports  for  each  of  the  different  activities  were  obtained 
in  the  census. 

The  basis  for  data  collected  from  large  institutions  (e.g., 
colleges,  universities,  hospitals,  etc.)  may  not  be  consistent 
within    their    respective    industries   because   of  differences   in

organization  among  these  institutions.  Ancillary  activities  or 
departments  (such  as  bookstores,  dormitories,  laboratories, 
clinics,  cafeterias,  gift  shops,  etc.)  are  not  always  identified  by 
these  institutions  as  separate  entities.  In  some  cases,  the  entire 
institution,  including  its  ancillary  activities  may  be  tabulated  as 
a  single  establishment  under  the  classification  appropriate  to 
its  predominant  economic  activity;  in  other  cases,  each  of  the 
institution's  activities  may  be  tabulated  as  a  separate  estab- 
lishment under  the  classification  appropriate  for  the  activity 
of  that  establishment. 

Leased  service  departments  (separately  owned  businesses 
operated  as  departments  or  concessions  of  another  service 
establishment  or  of  a  retail  business  under  another  ownership, 
such  as  a  separately  owned  shoe  shine  parlor  in  a  barber  shop  or 
a  beauty  salon  in  a  department  store)  are  treated  as  separate 
service  establishments  for  census  purposes.  Leased  retail  de- 
partments located  in  service  establishments  (e.g.,  a  gift  shop 
located  in  a  hotel)  are  considered  separate  retail  establishments. 


Expenses  (basic  dollar  volume  for  tax-exempt  establishments; 
also  shown  as  a  special  inquiry  item  for  taxable  establishments 
in  selected  SIC's)— Expenses  include  payroll,  employee  benefits, 
interest  and  rent  expenses,  supplies  used  for  operating,  cost 
of  merchandise  sold,  depreciation  expense,  and  other  expenses 
allocated  to  operations  during  1977.  Expenses  exclude  moneys 
invested,  capital  expenditures,  or  outlays  for  the  purchase  or 
improvement  of  real  estate.  For  tax-exempt  establishments, 
expenses  also  include  taxes  and  fees  paid  for  fund  raising;  but 
exclude  assessments  paid  to  the  parent  or  other  chapters  of  the 
same  organization  and  funds  transferred  to  other  tax-exempt 
organizations.  For  taxable  establishments, expenses  also  include 
taxes,  except  income  taxes,  and  exclude  payments  to  or  with- 
drawal by  owners  of  unincorporated  businesses. 

Firm— A  firm  is  a  business  organization  consisting  of  one  or 
more  (domestic)  establishments  under  common  ownership  or 
control.  All  establishments  of  subsidiary  firms  are  included  as 
part  of  the  owning  or  controlling  firm.  For  economic  census 
purposes,  the  terms  "firm"  and  "company"  are  synonymous. 

Franchise  or  co-ownership  groups—  These  are  groups  of  motels 
and  motor  hotels  which  indicated  a  memtjership  in  a  franchise  or 
co-ownership  group  carrying  a  common  name.  Establishments  in 
such  groups  include  those  operated  by  the  franchiser  and  those 
under  joint  ownership  with  a  "co-ownership"  group  sponsor  as 
well  as  those  operated  by  independently  owned  franchises. 
Motels  and  motor  hotels  which  are  only  members  of  non- 
franchise  referral  organizations  are  not  included. 

Guestrooms  (Hotels)— Guestrooms  consist  of  the  number  of 
rooms  that  can  be  rented  as  separate  units.  In  tables  which 
present  data  for  both  hotels  and  motels,  this  term,  when 
associated  with  motels,  motor  hotels,  or  tourists  courts,  refers 
to  "rental  units"  (see  explanation  below).  Suites  of  rooms 
which  cannot  be  subdivided  are  counted  as  a  single  unit.  The 


number  of  guestrooms  as  of  December  31,  1977  was  tabulated 
only  for  establishments  in  business  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Transient  guestrooms  consist  of  the  number  of  ur.its usually 
available  for  the  occupancy  of  persons  staying  less  than  one 
month. 

Residential  guestrooms  consist  of  the  number  of  units 
usually  available  for  the  occupancy  of  persons  staying  a  month 
or  longer. 


Laundry  and  dry-cleaning  equipment 

1.  Dry-cleaning  equipment— \nc\udes  dry-cleaning  equipment 
(other  than  coin-store  type  or  finishing  equipment)  such  as 
synthetic  solvent  machines  and  petroleum  solvent  machines. 

2.  Finis/ling  equipment— \r\c\udes  laundry  and  dry-cleaning 
finishing  equipment  such  as  flatwork  ironers,  presses,  and 
finishers. 

3.  Laundry  equipment— \nc\udes  laundry  equipment  (other 
than  coin-store  type  or  finishing  equipment)  such  as  washers, 
extractors,  and  dryer  tumblers. 

Paid  admissions 

Conventional  theater  admissions— Represents  the  total  number 
of  individuals  admitted  to  conventional  theaters  upon  payment 
of  an  admission  fee. 

Drive-in  theater  admissions 

a.  Admissions  charged  per  person— Represents  the  total  number 
of  individuals  admitted  to  drive-in  theaters  upon  payment  of 
an  admission  fee  on  a  charge-per-person  basis. 

b.  Admissions  charged  per  carload— Represents  the  total  num- 
ber of  motor  vehicles  admitted  to  drive-in  theaters  upon 
payment  of  an  admission  fee  on  a  charge-per-carload  basis. 


Paid  employees  for  week  including  March  12— Paid  employees 
consist  of  the  full-time  and  part-time  employees,  including 
salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations,  who  were  on 
the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  including  March  12,  1977. 
Included  are  employees  on  paid  sick  leave,  paid  holidays,  and 
paid  vacations;  not  included  are  proprietors  and  partners  of 
unincorporated  businesses.  The  definition  of  paid  employees  is 
the  same  as  used  in  reporting  on  I  RS  form  941 . 

Payroll  entire  year— Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation, 
such  as  salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  vacation  allow- 
ances, sick  leave  pay,  and  the  value  of  payments  in  kind  (e.g., 
free  meals  and  lodgings)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees. 
Tips  and  gratuities  received  by  employees  from  patrons  and 
reported  to  employers  are  included.  For  corporations,  it  includes 
amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  for  unincorporated 
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businesses,  it  does  not  include  profit  or  other  connpensation 
of  proprietors  or  partners.  Pavroll  is  reported  before  deduc- 
tions for  social  security,  income  tax,  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc.  This  definition  of  payroll  is  the  same  as  that  used  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  for  purposes  of  reporting  on  form 
941. 


Payroll  first  quarter— This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined 
above,  paid  to  persons  employed  at  any  time  during  the  quarter 
January  to  March  1977. 


Percentage  of  occupancy— This  item,  as  provided  by  the 
respondent  on  the  questionnaire,  was  utilized  in  the  computa- 
tion of  data  on  "weighted  average  percentage  of  occupancy" 
presented  in  some  tables  of  this  report.  The  instructions  for 
reporting  this  item  were  as  follows: 

1.  Multiply  the  number  of  guestrooms  in  this  establishment  by 
365.  If  operated  less  than  a  full  year,  use  the  number  of  days 
actually  operated  instead  of  365. 

2.  Determine  the  number  of  rooms  which  were  occupied  each 
day  operated.  Total  these  figures  for  all  days  operated. 

3.  Percentage  of  occupancy  is  the  number  obtained  in  step  2 
divided  by  the  number  obtained  in  step  1. 

If    records    are    not    available    as    a    basis    for    computing 
percentage  of  occupancy,  the  best  estimate  will  be  acceptable. 

Primary  fields  of  practice— Establishments  reporting  this  item 
include  individual  lawyers  (associate  lawyers,  sole  practitioners, 
and  partners)  in  the  category  which  best  described  each  one's 
primary  field  of  specialization.  If  not  primarily  engaged  in  a 
single  specialized  field,  a  lawyer  was  classified  as  engaged  in 
general  practice. 

Promotional  expenditures— Consists  of  funds  dispersed  by  the 
theater  for  promotion  of  motion  pictures  (including  expendi- 
tures through  circuit  or  parent  organizations).  Reimbursements 
received  from  film  distributors  were  not  deducted  from  such 
expenditures. 

Receipts  (basic  dollar  volume  measure  for  taxable  establish- 
ments)—Receipts  include  the  total  receipts  from  customers 
or  clients  for  services  rendered  and  merchandise  sold  during 
1977,  whether  or  not  payment  was  received  in  1977.  Gasoline, 
liquor,  tobacco,  and  other  excise  taxes,  which  are  paid  by  the 
manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  included  in  the  cost  of  goods 
purchased,  are  also  included.  Receipts  are  net  after  deductions 
for  refunds  and  allowances  for  merchandise  returned  by 
customers.  Total  receipts  do  not  include  sales,  occupancy, 
admissions,  or  other  taxes  collected  by  the  establishment 
directly  from  customers  and  paid  directly  by  the  establishment 
to  a  local.  State,  or  Federal  tax  agency;  nor  do  they  include 


nonoperating  income  from  such  sources  as  investments  or 
rental  of  real  estate. 

Receipts  in  this  report  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
manufacturers,  wholesalers,  retail  establishments,  or  other 
businesses  whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  service.  They  do, 
however,  include  receipts  other  than  from  services  rendered 
(e.g.,  sale  of  merchandise  to  individuals)  by  establishments 
covered  in  this  report. 

Although  the  count  of  establishments  in  this  report  repre- 
sents the  number  in  business  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  receipts 
figures  include  receipts  of  all  establishments  in  business  at  any 
time  during  the  year. 


Receipts  by  source— type  of  customer 

1.  Direct  consumers— Refers  to  individuals  (except  for  com- 
mercial laundry  work),  hotels,  factories,  restaurants,  etc. 

2.  Resellers— Refers  to  press  shops,  other  laundries  and  dry 
cleaners,  "bobtailers,"  etc. 

Receipts  from  customers 

1.  Admission  receipts— Cons\sts  of  the  amount  paid  by  theater 
patrons  for  admissions,  excluding  any  Federal,  State,  or  local 
admission  taxes. 

2.  Refreshment  stands  and  vending  machines  receipts— Con- 
sists of  the  receipts  (excluding  sales  taxes)  of  refreshment 
stands  and  vending  machines  located  inside  the  theater  which 
are  operated  by  the  theater  owners. 

Rental  units  (motels,  rooming  and  .boarding  houses,  and. 
tourist  courts)  — Rental  units  consist  of  rooms,  apartments, 
cabin  units,  and  other  types  of  lodging  accommodations 
normally  rented  as  a  single  unit.  The  number  of  rental  units  was 
tabulated  only  for  establishments  in  business  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Revenue  (presented  only  for  tax-exempt  establishments)— 
Revenues  include  total  revenue  from  customers  or  clients  for 
services  rendered  and  merchandise  sold  during  1977,  whether  or 
not  payment  was  received  in  1977.  Also  included  are  income 
from  interest,  dividends,  gross  contributions  and  grants  (whether 
or  not  restricted  for  use  in  operations),  rents,  and  royalties. 
Revenues  do  not  include  local  and  State  sales  taxes  or  Federal 
excise  taxes  collected  by  the  establishment  from  customers 
and  paid  directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local.  State,  or 
Federal  tax  agency;  nor  do  they  include  income  from  the  sale 
of  real  estate,  amounts  transferred  from  capital  or  revenue 
funds  to  operating  funds,  or  revenues  of  separately  operated 
departments  or  concessions  which  are  leased  to  others. 

Possible  duplication  of  revenue  exists,  especially  between  and 
within  social  service  and  membership  organizations.  This  occurs 
in  instances  where  a  local  chapter  of  an  organization  generates 
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revenue,  then  passes  part  or  ail  of  it  to  another  organization 
(possibly  its  headquarters),  a  separate  legal  entity,  which  also 
reports  the  revenue. 

Single  units  and  multiunits— A  single  unit  is  a  firm  with  only 
one  establishment  engaged  in  economic  activities.  A  multiunit, 
or  a  muitiestabiishment  firm,  is  a  firm  with  two  or  more  estab- 
lishments engaged  in  economic  activities.  A  muitiestabiishment 
firm  may,  however,  operate  only  one  establishment  classified  in 
service  industries. 

Tax  status— See  section  on  Federal   Income  Tax  Status  above. 

Weighted  average  percentage  of  occupancy— This  item  is  derived 
by  computing  daily  average  number  of  guestrooms  occupied 
during  the  year  (total  guestrooms  for  each  establishment 
multiplied  by  its  percentage  of  occupancy)  and  dividing  the  sum 
of  the  daily  averages  by  the  total  number  of  guestrooms  in  the 
group  under  consideration.

The  weighted  average  percentage  of  occupancy  for  this  group 
of  hotels  is  76,  i.e.,  (550  ^  740  x  100). 

Establishments  in  business  less  than  a  full  year  are  frac- 
tionally weighted  in  this  computation  (e.g.,  if  hotel  B  had  been 
in  operation  for  only  6  months  of  1977,  the  value  in  column  1 
would  have  been  reduced  to  100,  the  value  in  column  3  to  70). 

Weighted  average  percentage  of  occupancy  was  tabulated 
only  for  establishments  in  business  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


KIND-OF-BUSINESS  CLASSIFICATIONS 

Services,  as  defined  in  the  1972  SIC  Manual,  includes  establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services 
to  individuals  and  business  establishments. 

Establishments  covered  by  the  census  were  assigned  kind-of- 
business  classifications  in  accordance  with  the  industry  classi- 


fications defined  in  the  1972  SIC  Manual.  When  a  more  detailed 
classification  was  needed  than  that  defined  in  the  SIC  Manual, 
more  kinds  of  business  were  identified  within  an  SIC.  The 
basis  for  a  kind-of-business  classification  is  described  above  in 
Method  of  classifying  kinds  of  business.  Descriptions  for  those 
kinds  of  business  for  which  data  are  provided  in  this  report 
follow. 


Arrangement  of  Passenger  Transportation 
(SIC  4722) 

Arrangement  of  passenger  transportation  has  been  included  in 
the  census  of  service  industries  since  1967;  however,  it  has 
always  been  published  separately  from  selected  services.  In 
1977,  this  industry  is  being  included  with  newly  in-scope 
services.  It  includes  the  following  subgroups  shown  separately 
in  some  tables  of  this  report: 

1.  Travel  agencies— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnish- 
ing travel  information  and  acting  as  agents  in  arranging  tours 
(retailing),  transportation,  and  lodging  for  travelers.  Tour 
operators,  which  sell  their  own  tours  at  retail  only,  are  in- 
cluded. Establishments  providing  passenger  travel  services, 
but  reporting  no  travel  conference  appointments,  are  classi- 
fied as  other  services  in  arranging  passenger  transportation. 
Sightseeing  buses  are  classified  in  SIC  4119,  Local  Passenger 
Transportation,  N.E.C.  Sightseeing  boats  and  planes  are  not 
included  in  the  censuses. 

2.  Tour  operators— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  arrang- 
ing and  assembling  tours  (wholesaling),  usually  for  sale 
through  travel  agents.  Tourist  guides  are  classified  in  SIC 
7999,  Amusement  and  Recreation  Services,  N.E.C. 

3.  Other  services  in  arranging  passenger  transportation— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  arranging  passenger  trans- 
portation (other  than  travel  agencies  with  appointments  to 
travel  conferences  and  tour  operators)  such  as  ticket  offices 
(not  operated  by  transportation  companies)  for  railroads, 
buses,  ships,  and  airlines. 

Traffic  consultants  are  classified  in  SIC  7392,  Manage- 
ment, Consulting,  and  Public  Relations  Services.  Arrangement 
of  transportation  of  freight  cargo  is  not  included  in  the 
censuses. 


Hotels,  Rooming  Houses,  Camps,  and 
Other  Lodging  Places 
(SIC  Major  Group  70) 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  pro- 
viding lodging  or  lodging  and  meals  to  the  general  public. 
Hotels  which  provide  accommodations  for  "permanent"  residents 
as  well  as  tourist  homes  are  included  in  major  group  65,  Real 
Estate.  Establishments  which  provide  camping  facilities  or 
camping  and  trailer  space  on  a  fee  basis  are  included  in  this 
group;  however,  residential  mobile  home  parks  are  classified  in 
major  group  65. 
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Hotels,  motor  hotels,  and  motels  (SIC  701)-The  SIC  manual 
combines  hotels  and  motels  into  a  single  classification,  "Hotels, 
motels,  and  tourist  courts."  For  large  geographic  areas,  however, 
data  are  presented  for  the  following  subdivisions  of  this 
classification: 

1.  Hotels,  25  guestrooms  or  more. 

2.  Hotels,  less  than  25  guestrooms. 

3.  Motels  and  tourist  courts. 

4.  Motor  hotels. 

The  classification  of  individual  establishments  into  hotels, 
motor  hotels,  and  motels  and  tourist  courts  was  based  primarily 
on  the  respondent's  self-designation. 

Rooming  and  boarding  houses  (SIC  702)— Establishments  rent- 
ing rooms,  with  or  without  board,  on  a  fee  basis  to  permanent 
or  transient  guests.  Homes  for  the  aged,  for  children,  and  for 
the  handicapped  that  provide  additional  services,  other  than 
nursing  care,  are  classified  in  Residential  Care  (SIC  836)  and 
homes  that  provide  nursing  care  in  Nursing  and  Personal  Care 
Facilities  (SIC  805).  Houses  run  by  membership  organizations 
are  classified  in  Organization  Hotels  and  Lodging  Houses,  on 
Membership  Basis  (SIC  704). 

Sporting  and  recreational  camps  (SIC  7032)— Sporting  or 
recreational  camps  providing  lodging  or  lodging  and  meals. 
These  include  children's  camps,  fishing  and  hunting  camps,  and 
dude  ranches.  Camps  receiving  their  financial  support  primarily 
from  subsidies,  donations,  contributions,  etc.,  previously 
excluded    from    this    classification,    are     included    for    1977. 

Trailering  parks  and  camp  sites  for  transients  (SIC  7033)— Estab- 
lishments providing  overnight  or  short-term  sites  for  trailers, 
campers,  or  tents.  Residential  mobile  home  parks  are  not 
included. 

Organization  hotels  and  lodging  houses,  on  membership  basis 
(SIC  704)  — Lodging  houses  and  hotels  operated  by  membership 
organizations  for  the  benefit  of  their  members  and  guests,  and 
not  open  to  the  general  public.  Commercial  hotels  operated  by 
such  organizations  are  classified  in  Hotels,  Motor  Hotels,  and 
Motels  (group  701).  Resident  homes  for  the  aged  and  others  in 
need  of  residential,  social,  and  personal  care  are  classified  in 
Residential  Care  (SIC  836). 

Personal  Services 
(SIC  Major  Group  72) 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  pro- 
viding services  generally  involving  the  care  of  one's  personal 
appearance  or  apparel,  such  as  barber  and  beauty  shops, 
dry  cleaning  plants,  laundries,  and  photographic  studios. 

Coin-operated  laundries  and  dry  cleaning  (SIC  7215)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  providing  coin-operated  laundry 
and/or  dry  cleaning  equipment  on  their  own  premises.  Included 
are  establishments  known  as  laundromats,  launderettes,  self- 
service    dry    cleaners,    etc.    Establishments    which    install    and 


operate  coin-operated  laundering  machines  in  apartment  houses 
and  similar  locations  are  included.  Establishments  which  rent 
coin-operated  laundering  machines  (e.g.,  to  apartment  houses) 
are  classified  in  SIC  7394. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Coin-operated  laundries  and  dry  cleaning  stores. 

2.  Coin-operated  laundry  machine  routes. 

Power  laundries,  family  and  commercial  (SIC  7211)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  operating  mechanical  laundries  with 
steam  or  other  power.  Data  for  collecting  and  distributing  units 
(branch  outlets  and  pickup  stations)  owned  and  operated  by 
power  laundries  are  merged  with  those  for  the  laundry  which 
owned  them  and  are  not  treated  as  separate  establishments. 
Independently  owned  agencies  for  laundry  plants  are  classified 
in  SIC  7212.  Laundries  using  small  power  equipment  of 
household  type  are  classified  in  SIC  7219.  Excluded  are 
establishments  which  have  power  laundry  equipment,  but  which 
are  primarily  engaged  in  a  specialty  such  as  industrial  laun- 
dering, linen  rental,  or  diaper  service.  These  are  presented  in 
separate  categories  as  follows: 

Dry  cleaning  plants,  except  rug  cleaning  (SIC  7216)— Plants 
primarily  engaged  in  dry  cleaning  or  dyeing  apparel  and 
household  fabrics  other  than  rugs  for  the  general  public. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  cleaning  and  repairing  rugs 
in  plant  and  on  customer's  location  are  classified  in  SIC  7217. 
Data  for  collecting  and  distributing  units  (branch  outlets) 
owned  and  operated  by  cleaning  and  dyeing  plants  are  merged 
with  those  for  the  cleaning  plants  which  owned  them  and  are 
not  treated  as  separate  establishments.  Independently  owned 
agencies  for  cleaning  plants  are  classified  in  SIC  7212.  Establish- 
ments known  as  "tailor  shops"  or  "cleaners"  are  included  in  this 
classification  only  if  they  do  their  own  cleaning. 

Garment  pressing,  and  agents  for  laundries  and  dry  cleaners  (SIC 

7212)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  laundry 
and  dry  cleaning  services,  but  which  have  laundry  and/or  dry 
cleaning  work  done  by  others.  Independently  owned  collecting 
and  distributing  agencies  serving  dry  cleaning  plants  or  power 
laundries  are  included  in  this  classification. 

Industrial  launderers  (SIC  7218)-Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  supplying  laundered  or  dry-cleaned  work  uniforms; 
wiping  towels;  safety  equipment  (gloves,  flame  resistant 
clothing,  etc.);  dust  control  items,  such  as  treated  mats  or  rugs, 
mops,  tool  dust  covers  and  cloths;  and  similar  items  to  industrial 
or  commercial  users.  These  items  may  belong  to  the  industrial 
launderers  and  be  supplied  to  users  on  a  rental  basis,  or  they 
may  be  the  customer's  own  goods.  Establishments  included  in 
this  industry  may  or  may  not  operate  their  own  laundry  or  dry 
cleaning  facilities. 

Linen  supply  (SIC  7213)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
supplying,  on  a  rental  basis,  such  laundered  linens  as  uniforms. 
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aprons,  table  covers,  bed  linens,  and  towels.  Establishments 
included  in  this  classification  may  or  may  not  operate  their  own 
power  laundry  facilities. 

Diaper  service  (SIC  7214)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
supplying  diapers  (including  disposable)  and  other  baby  linens 
to  homes,  usually  on  a  rental  basis.  Such  establishments  may  or 
may  not  operate  their  own  power  laundry  facilities. 

Carpet  and  upholstery  cleaning  (SIC  7217)— Plants  primarily 
engaged  in  cleaning  carpets  and  upholstered  furniture  at  a  plant 
or  on  customer's  premises.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
rug  repairing  are  classified  in  SIC  7699. 

Laundry  and  garment  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7219)— Establishments 

primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  other  laundry  services,  including 
repairing,  altering,  and  storing  clothes  for  individuals  and  in  the 
operation  of  Chinese,  French,  and  other  hand  laundries.  Custom 
tailors  and  fur  shops  making  fur  apparel  to  custom  order  are 
classified  in  retail  trade. 

Photographic  studios,  portrait  (SIC  722)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  photography  for  the  general  public. 
Included  in  this  classification  are  portrait  photographers,  and 
school,  home,  and  transient  photographers.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  commercial  photography  are  classified  in 
SIC  7333.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  film  developing 
and/or  print  processing  for  the  trade  or  for  the  general  public 
are  included  in  SIC  7395;  those  engaged  in  motion  picture  film 
processing  are  classified  in  SIC  7819. 


Funeral  service  and  crematories  (SIC  726)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  preparing  the  dead  for  burial,  conducting 
funerals,  and  cremating  the  dead.  Receipts  include  funeral 
merchandise  sold  and  services  provided  directly  by  the  establish- 
ments, such  as  caskets,  burial  clothing,  and  ambulance  service. 
Also  included  in  the  receipts  are  reimbursements  for  expendi- 
tures made  to  other  establishments  for  funeral-related  mer- 
chandise sales  and  services,  such  as  flower  sales  and  livery 
service.  Crematories  operated  in  conjunction  with  cemeteries  are 
not  included.  '' 

Miscellaneous  personal  services  (SIC  729)  — Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  personal  services,  not  elsewhere 
classified,  such  as  turkish  baths;  reducing  salons;  costume  and 
formal  wear  rental;  operation  of  coin-operated  personal  service 
machines,  such  as  weighing  machines,  public  lockers  (except 
cold  storage),  pay  toilets,  etc.;  social  escort  service;  checkroom 
concessions;  dressmaking  service  (material  owned  by  customer); 
and  income  tax  return  preparation  service.  Establishments 
operating  coin-operated  amusement  machines,  such  as  pinball 
machines  and  juke  boxes,  are  classified  in  SIC  7993.  Coin-oper- 
ated machine  rental  is  classified  in  SIC  7394.  Establishments 
which  install  and  operate  coin-operated  laundering  machines  in 
apartment  houses  and  similar  locations  are  classified  in  SIC 
7215. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    tor    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1 .  Reducing  salons  and  health  clubs,  except  resorts. 

2.  Tax  preparation  services. 

3.  Miscellaneous  personal  services,  n.e.c. 


Beauty  shops  (SIC  723)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  beauty  services  or  both  beauty  and  barber  services. 
Schools  for  the  instruction  of  beauty  shop  operators  are  also 
included  provided  a  clinic  is  operated  in  which  a  charge  is  made 
for  services  performed  by  students.  Beauty  shop  concessions 
(owned  and  operated  by  concessionaires)  in  hotels,  department 
stores,  etc.,  are  included.  However,  beauty  shops  owned  by 
another  business  operated  as  part  of  that  other  business  (e.g., 
hotels,  department  stores)  are  not  included. 

Barber  shops  (SIC  724)-Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  barber  services.  Barber  colleges  are  also  included 
provided  a  charge  is  made  for  services  performed  by  students. 
Barber  shop  concessions  (owned  and  operated  by  concession- 
aires) in  hotels  and  other  places  are  included.  However,  barber 
shops  owned  by  another  business  and  operated  as  part  of  that 
business  (e.g.,  hotels)  are  not  included. 

Shoe  repair,  shoe  shine,  and  hat  cleaning  shops  (SIC  725)-Estab 
lishments  primarily  engaged  in  repairing  footwear,  shining  shoes, 
or  cleaning  and  blocking  hats.  Shoe  repair,  shoe  shine,  or  hat 
cleaning  departments  operated  as  part  of  other  service  or  retail 
establishments,  such  as  valet  shops,  laundries,  shoe  stores,  and 
department  stores,  are  not  included  as  separate  service  estab- 
lishments unless  independently  owned  and  operated. 


Business  Services 
(SIC  Major  Group  73) 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  pro- 
viding services,  not  elsewhere  classified,  to  business  enterprises 
on  a  fee  or  contract  basis. 

Advertising  agencies  (SIC  731 1)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  preparing  advertising  (writing  copy,  art  work, 
graphics,  and  other  creative  work),  providing  advertising  con- 
sultation, and  placing  advertising  in  periodicals,  newspapers, 
radio,  television,  or  other  advertising  media,  for  clients  on  a 
commission  or  fee  basis.  Establishments  which  place  advertising 
with  media  only  (media  buying  services),  and  those  that  are 
primarily  engaged  in  performing  advertising  services  in  which 
the  media  used  are  contracted  for  by  the  client,  are  classified  in 
SIC  7319.  Establishments  which  provide  commercial  art  for 
advertising  but  do  not  place  the  advertising  with  media  are 
classified  in  SIC  7333.  Establishments  which  write  copy  but  do 
not  place  advertising  with  media  are  classified  in  SIC  8999. 
Establishments  which  solicit  advertising  for  radio,  television, 
newspapers,  or  magazines  are  classified  in  SIC  7313. 

Outdoor  advertising  services  (SIC  7312)— Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged   in  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  poster 
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displays  and  painted  and  electric  spectacular  displays  (princi- 
pally outdoors)  on  panels,  bulletins,  and  frames.  Such  estab- 
lishments may,  as  incidental  services,  construct,  repair,  and 
maintain  display  boards  and  post  advertisements.  Sign  painting 
shops  are  classified  in  SIC  7399.  Shops  which  make  neon  signs 
to  order  are  classified  in  manufacturing.  Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  erecting  signs  are  classified  in  construction. 

Radio,  television,  and  publishers'  advertising  representatives 
(SIC  7313)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  soliciting 
advertising  on  a  fee  basis  for  nonaffiliated  newspapers,  maga- 
zines, and  other  publications  or  for  radio  and  television  stations. 
Advertising  sales  offices  operated  by  these  media  are  classified 
as  auxiliaries  and  are  not  included  in  this  census. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Radio  and  television  advertising  representatives. 

2.  Publishers'  advertising  representatives. 

Advertising,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7319)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  furnishing  advertising  services,  not  elsewhere  classi- 
fied, such  as  handbill  distribution,  distribution  of  samples,  and 
transit  advertising.  Establishments  which  are  primarily  engaged 
in  providing  commercial  art  or  graphics  for  the  advertising 
industry  are  classified  in  SIC  7333.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  mail  advertising  services,  compiling  and  selling 
mailing  lists,  and  related  services  are  classified  in  SIC  7331. 

Window  cleaning  (SIC  7341)  — Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  cleaning  windows  in  dwellings  and  other  buildings. 

Disinfecting  and  exterminating  services  (SIC  7342)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  providing  disinfecting  and 
deodorizing  services  and  in  exterminating  insects,  rodents,  and 
other  pests  from  buildings  and  homes. 

Cleaning  and  maintenance  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7349)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  cleaning  and  main- 
tenance services,  not  elsewhere  classified,  to  dwellings  and  other 
buildings,  such  as  janitorial  service,  floor  waxing,  and  office 
cleaning.  General  building  maintenance  service  is  included,  but 
general  repair  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  building  repair 
and  maintenance  work  or  in  the  cleaning  of  building  exteriors 
by  sand  or  steam  blasting  are  included  in  construction. 

Computer    programming    and    other    software    services    (SIC 

7372)  — Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  services  in 
computer  programming,  systems  design  and  analysis,  and  other 
computer  software.  When  not  computer  related  these  services 
are  classified  in  SIC  7392. 

Data  processing  services  (SIC  7374)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  providing  data  processing  services  to  others.  Service 
may  consist  of  complete  processing  and  preparation  of  reports 
from  data  supplied  by  the  customer  or  it  may  be  specialized, 
such  as  keying  or  making  data  processing  equipment  available  to 
others  on   an   hourly   or  time  sharing  basis.  Also  included  are 


establishments    primarily    engaged    in    the    management    and       ' 
operation   of   the    computer   and  data   processing  facilities  of 
others  on  a  continuing  basis.  For  large  geographic  areas,  data  are 
presented  for  the  following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Data  processing  services,  except  facilities  management. 

2.  Computer  facilities  management. 

Computer  related  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7379)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  computer  related  services,  not 
elsewhere  classified.  Renting  and  leasing  of  computers  and 
related  data  processing  equipment  is  included  here,  except  for 
finance  leasing,  which  is  classified  in  SIC  major  group  61.  Direct 
leasing  by  computer  manufacturers  is  classified  in  manufac- 
turing or  wholesale  trade. 

Management,    consulting,    and    public    relations   services   (SIC 

7392)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  a  wide 
variety  of  general  or  specialized  management,  consulting,  or 
public  relations  services,  such  as  business  analysis,  business 
research,  efficiency  planning,  industrial  management,  market 
research,  personnel  management,  and  traffic  consulting,  on  a 
contract  or  fee  basis.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
computer  related  systems  analysis,  systems  engineering,  opera- 
tions research,  and  other  software  services,  including  computer 
programming  services,  are  classified  in  SIC  7372.  Companies 
engaged  in  promoting  products  through  media  advertising  are 
classified  in  SIC  7311. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Management  and  consulting  services. 

2.  Public  relations  services. 

Equipment  rental  and  leasing  services  (SIC  7394)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  renting  or  leasing  (except  finance 
leasing)  machinery,  tools,  and  other  equipment,  including  heavy 
construction  and  earth  moving  equipment.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  finance  leasing  are  classified  in  SIC  major 
group  61.  Establishments  renting  and  leasing  automobiles  and 
trucks  without  drivers  are  classified  in  SIC  751;  those  renting 
automobiles  with  drivers,  in  SIC  major  group  41.  Establishments 
renting  trucks  with  drivers  are  classified  in  transportation; 
personal  items  such  as  lockers  (other  than  refrigerated),  clothes, 
and  pillows,  in  SIC  7299;  amusement  and  recreation  items  such 
as  bicycles,  canoes,  and  beach  chairs  and  accessories,  in  SIC 
7999;  and  commercial  boats,  in  SIC  major  group  44.  Direct 
leasing  of  machinery  or  equipment  by  the  manufacturer  is 
classified  in  manufacturing  or  wholesale  trade.  Establishments 
primarily  leasing  computer  time,  including  time-sharing  services, 
are  classified  in  SIC  7374;  those  leasing  or  renting  computers  or 
data  processing  equipment,  in  SIC  7379. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Equipment  rental. 

2.  Equipment  leasing,  except  finance  leasing. 

3.  Leasing  or  rental  of  heavy  construction  equipment  without 
operators. 

4.  Rental  of  heavy  construction  equipment  with  operators. 
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Consumer  credit  reporting  agencies,  mercantile  reporting  agen- 
cies, and  adjustment  and  collection  agencies  (SIC  732)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  mercantile  and  consumer  credit 
reporting  or  the  collection  or  adjustment  of  claims.  Centralized 
charge  services  are  classified  in  SIC  major  group  61.  Insurance 
adjustment  agencies  and  loan  companies  are  also  excluded  from 
this  census. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Adjustment  and  collection  agencies. 

2.  Mercantile  reporting  agencies. 

3.  Consumer  credit  reporting  agencies. 

Direct  mail  advertising  services  (SIC  7331)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  services  for  direct  mail  adver- 
tising, such  as  creating,  producing,  and  mailing  of  direct  mail 
advertising.  This  industry  also  includes  establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  compiling  and  selling  mailing  lists.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  reproducing  direct  mail  copy  to  order,  but 
which  perform  none  of  the  other  direct  mail  advertising  services, 
are  classified  in  SIC  7339.  Establishments  engaged  only  in 
printing  the  copy  are  classified  in  manufacturing. 

Blueprinting  and  photocopying  services  (SIC  7332)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  reproducing  drawings,  plans,  maps, 
or  other  copy,  by  blueprinting  or  photocopying. 

Stenographic   services;  and   reproduction    services,  n.e.c.   (SIC 

7339)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  steno- 
graphic services  and  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mimeo- 
graphing, rotoprinting,  multilithing,  and  reproduction  services. 
Not  included  in  this  industry  are  establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  printing  (included  in  manufacturing),  blueprinting 
and  photocopying  (SIC  7332),  and  duplicating  in  connection 
with  direct  mail  advertising  (SIC  7331). 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Stenographic,  court  reporting,  and  typing  services. 

2.  Reproduction  services,  except  printing. 

Commercial    photography,    art,    and    graphics    (SIC    7333)— 

Establishments  engaged  in  performing  graphics,  commer- 
cial art,  or  commercial  photography  services  for  advertising 
agencies,  publishers,  and  other  business  and  industrial  users. 
Producers  of  still  and  slide  films  are  included  here.  Establish- 
ments engaged  in  medical  photography  and  art  are  classified  in 
SIC  8091.  Art,  except  commerical  and  medical,  is  classified  in 
SIC  8999.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  portrait  photo- 
graphy are  classified  in  SIC  7221 . 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Commercial  photography. 

2.  Commercial  art. 

3.  Other. 


News  syndicates  (SIC  735)-Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
furnishing  news,  pictures,  features,  etc.,  and  in  supplying  news 
reporting  services  to  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Nonprofit 
syndicates  operated  on  a  membership  basis  and  commercial 
(nonmembership)  news  syndicates  are  both  included  in  this 
classification.  Separate  establishments  of  newspaper  and 
periodical  publishers  which  are  engaged  in  gathering  news  are 
classified  as  auxiliaries. 

Employment  agencies  (SIC  7361)-Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  providing  placement  and  employment  services 
to  employers  or  those  seeking  employment.  Modeling  agencies 
and  nurses'  registries  are  included.  Theatrical  and  radio  em- 
ployment agencies  are  classified  in  SIC  7922;  motion  picture 
casting  bureaus,  in  SIC  7819;  and  establishments  engaged  in 
furnishing  temporary  help  to  other  businesses,  in  SIC  7362. 

Temporary  help  supply  services  (SIC  7362)-Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  supplying  temporary  help  (except  agricul- 
tural) to  other  businesses  on  a  contract  basis.  The  help  supplied 
is  on  the  payroll  of  the  supplying  establishment.  Included  are 
establishments  known  as  "labor  pools"  and  "contract  labor 
offices."  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  place- 
ment and  employment  services  are  classified  in  SIC  7361. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Temporary  office  help  supply  services. 

2.  Temporary  help  supply,  except  office  workers. 

Personnel  supply  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7369)-Establishments, 
not  elsewhere  classified,  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
personnel  to  operate  specified  facilities  or  to  provide  services  on 
a  fee  or  contract  basis  within  another  business  (or  government) 
establishment  or  installation.  Establishments  primarily  providing 
one  specialized  service  are  classified  in  the  specialized  industry, 
e.g.,  janitorial  service  is  included  in  SIC  7349.  Management 
service  only  is  classified  in  SIC  7392.  Computer  facilities  man- 
agement is  classified  in  SIC  7374.  Establishments  which  provide 
both  management  and  staff  to  operate  a  business  are  classified 
according   to   the   type   of  activity   of  the   business  operated. 

Commercial  research  and  development  laboratories  (SIC  7391)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  laboratory  or  other 
physical  research  and  development  activities  on  a  fee  or  contract 
basis.  Research  and  development  laboratories  which  perform 
supporting  services  for  other  establishments  of  the  same 
company  are  classified  as  auxiliary  to  the  establishments 
serviced  and  are  not  included  here  (e.g.,  research  and  develop- 
ment laboratories  of  companies  which  manufacture  the 
products  developed  from  their  research  activities  are  classified  as 
auxiliary  to  the  manufacturing  establishments  serviced).  Also 
excluded  from  this  classification  are  establishments  engaged  in 
speculative  research  and  development  with  the  intent  to 
manufacture  the  products  of  the  research  or  to  license  others 
for  the  use  of  the  patents  or  processes  developed.  Nonprofit 
research  agencies  funded  primarily  by  investments,  grants,  or 
contributions  are  classified  in  SIC  8922.

Commercial  testing  laboratories  (SIC  7397)  — Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  product  testing  on  a  fee  or  contract  basis. 
Testing  laboratories  which  perform  supporting  services  for  other 
establishments  of  the  same  company  are  classified  as  auxiliary 
to  the  establishments  serviced  and  are  not  included  here  (e.g., 
testing  laboratories  engaged  in  testing  the  products  manufac- 
tured by  their  own  companies  are  classified  as  auxiliary  to 
manufacturing).  Noncommercial  testing  laboratories,  previously 
excluded  from  the  census,  are  included  in  this  category  for 
1977. 

Detective  agencies  and  protective  services  (SIC  7393)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  providing  personnel  for 
detective,  investigative,  patrolling,  night  watching,  or  personal 
protection  services  for  businesses  and/or  individuals.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  maintenance  and  monitoring  of 
mechanical  protective  devices,  such  as  burglar  and  fire  alarm 
systems,  are  classified  here,  but  the  installation  of  such  devices 
is  included  in  construction.  Armored  car  services  are  also 
included  in  this  industry. 

For  large  geographic  areas,  data  are  presented  for  the  follow- 
ing subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Detective  agencies  and  guard  services. 

2.  Armored  car  services. 

3.  Burglar  and  fire  alarm  systems. 

Photofinishing  laboratories  (SIC  7395)-Establishments  pri 
marily  engaged  in  the  developing  of  films  and  in  photoprinting 
and  enlarging  for  the  trade  and/or  for  the  general  public.  Data 
for  retail  outlets  (kiosks)  for  the  pickup  and  delivery  of  film, 
which  are  owned  and  operated  by  photofinishing  laboratories, 
are  merged  with  data  for  the  laboratory  which  owns  them  and 
are  not  treated  as  separate  establishments.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  processing  theatrical  and  non-theatrical 
motion  picture  films  for  the  motion  picture  and  television 
industries  are  classified  in  SIC  7819. 

Trading  stamp  services  (sales  offices)  (SIC  7396)-Establish- 
ments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  trading  stamps  or  merchan- 
dise coupons  to  merchants.  The  redemption  stores  of  trading 
stamp  companies  are  not  included  here  but  are  classified  as 
auxiliary  to  this  industry. 

Business  services,  not  elsewhere  classified  (SIC  7399)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  business  services,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  such  as  auctioneers'  establishments  (service 
only),  business  brokers,  drafting  service,  independent  lecture 
bureaus,  inspection  service,  printing  brokers,  notary  publics,  and 
decorating  or  trimming  shop  windows. 

For  large  geographic  areas,  data  are  presented  for  the  follow- 
ing subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Sign  painting  shops— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
making  signs  to  individual  order  or  in  doing  office  door  and 
window  lettering.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
making  signs  other  than  on  a  custom  basis,  and  neon  sign 
manufacturers  are  included  in  manufacturing. 


2.  Interior  designing— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
advising  clients  on  the  selection  of  furniture,  draperies,  rugs, 
and  other  interior  decorations  on  a  fee  or  commission  basis. 
Establishments  providing  an  interior  designing  service,  but 
primarily  engaged  in  the  sale  of  merchandise,  are  not 
included.  Painting  and  papering  contractors  who  frequently 
call  themselves  "interior  decorators"  are  included  in  con- 
struction. 

3.  Telephone  answering  services— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  transmitting  telephone  messages  to  their  clients. 

4.  Water   softening  services— Establishments  primarily  engaged- 
in  softening  water  by  chemical  treatment  or  other  method. 

5.  Packaging  and  labeling  services— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  packaging  and  labeling  products,  on  a  contract  or 
fee  basis,  in  packages  or  other  containers  normally  intended 
for  retail  distribution.  Companies  primarily  engaged  in 
packing,  crating,  and  otherwise  preparing  goods  for  shipping 
are  classified  as  transportation. 

6.  Other  business  services,  n.e.c. 

Automotive  Repair,  Services,  and  Garages 
(SIC  Major  Group  75) 

This  group  includes  establishments  prirharily  engaged  in  fur- 
nishing automotive  repair,  parking,  rental,  and  other  services  to 
the  general  public.  Similar  facilities  owned  and  operated  by 
concerns  for  their  own  use  and  not  available  to  the  general 
public  are  treated  as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns 
and  are  not  included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments 
maintained  by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  new 
automobiles  are  classified  in  retail  trade,  as  are  gasoline  service 
stations.  Automobile  driving  instruction  is  classified  in  SIC  8299. 

General  automotive  repair  shops  (SIC  7538)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  the  general  repair  of  automotive  vehicles. 
Establishments  which  have  an  active  franchise  for  the  retail  sale 
of  new  passenger  cars  are  included  in  retail  trade  even  though 
their  principal  source  of  receipts  may  be  from  automobile 
repair. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  General  automotive  repair  shops,  except  diesel. 

2.  Diesel  repair  shops. 

Top  and  body  repair  shops  (SIC  7531)  — Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  the  repair  of  automotive  tops,  bodies,  and 
interiors. 

Tire  retreading  and  repair  shops  (SIC  7534)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  repairing  and  retreading  automotive  tires. 
Establishments  classified  here  may  either  retread  customers' 
tires  or  retread  tires  for  sale  or  exchange  to  the  user  or  the 
trade. 

Paint  shops  (SIC  7535)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
automotive  painting  and  refinishing. 
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Automotive  repair  shops,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7539)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  specialized  automotive  repair,  not  else- 
where classified,  such  as  fuel  service,  brake  relining,  and  exhaust 
system  repair.  For  large  geographic  areas,  data  are  presented  for 
the  following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Auto  electrical  and  fuel  system  services— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  automotive  engine  tune-ups 
and  in  repairing  automotive  electric  systems  and  fuel 
components,  including  carburetors. 

2.  Radiator  repair— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the 
repair  and  cleaning  of  automobile  radiators. 

3.  Glass  replacement  and  repair— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  the  repair  and  replacement  of  automotive  glass. 

4.  Brake,  front  end,  and  wheel  alignment— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  relining,  repairing,  and  adjusting  auto- 
motive brakes;  wheel  alignment;  and  repairing  and  installing 
springs,  axles,  and  shock  absorbers. 

5.  Exhaust  system  services  (muffler  shops)  — Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  the  installation  or  repair  of  automotive 
exhaust  systems  (mufflers).  The  sale  of  the  mufflers  or  tail 
pipes  is  considered  to  be  incidental  to  the  installation  of 
these  products. 

6.  Transmission  repair  shops— Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  the  repair  of  automotive  transmissions.  If  transmissions 
are  sold  and  installed,  the  sale  of  the  transmission  is 
considered  incidental  to  the  installation. 

7.  Other  automotive  repair  shops,  n.e.c  — Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  specialized  automotive  repairs,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  such  as  frame  repair,  piston  ring  service 
and  repair,  speedometer  repair,  etc. 

Automotive    rental   and    leasing,   without   drivers    (SIC  751)  — 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  daily  or  extended-term 
rental  or  leasing  of  passenger  automobiles,  trucks,  truck  tractors 
and  trailers,  and  other  automotive  equipment  without  drivers. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  finance  leasing  are  classified 
in  SIC  major  group  61.  For  large  geographic  areas,  data  are 
presented  for  the  following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Passenger  car  rental,  without  drivers  (SIC  7512  Part)  — 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  short-term  rental  of 
passenger  cars  without  drivers. 

2.  Passenger  car  leasing,  except  finance  leasing  (SIC  7512 
Part)  — Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  extended-term 
leasing  of  passenger  cars  without  drivers.  These  establishments 
may  or  may  not  provide  maintenance  as  part  of  the  lease 
contract. 

3.  Truck  rental,  without  drivers  (SIC  7513  Part)-Establish- 
ments  primarily  engaged  in  the  short-term  rental  of  trucks, 
truck  tractors,  or  semitrailers  without  drivers. 

4.  Truck  leasing,  except  finance  leasing  (SIC  7513  Part)- 
Establishments    primarily    engaged    in    the    extended-term 


leasing  of  trucks,  truck  tractors,  or  semitrailers  without 
drivers.  These  establishments  may  or  may  not  provide 
maintenance  of  the  vehicle  as  part  of  the  lease  contract. 

5.  Utility  and  recreational  vehicle  rental  (SIC  7519)  — Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  the  rental  (usually  short  term) 
of  utility  and  house  trailers  and  recreational  vehicles. 

Parking  lots  (SIC  7523)  — Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
the  temporary  open  air  parking  of  automobiles,  usually  on  an 
hourly  or  daily  basis.  Excluded  are  municipal  parking  lots  and 
lots  operated  by  establishments  or  institutions  primarily 
engaged  in  other  activities  (e.g.,  department  stores,  hospitals, 
restaurants,  etc.) 

Parking  structures  (SIC  7525)  — Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  the  temporary  parking  or  live  storage  of  automobiles 
within  a  structure.  Long  time  or  dead  storage  of  automobiles  is 
not  included.  Establishments  which  are  a  combination  of 
structure  and  lot  are  included  in  this  classification.  Excluded  are 
municipal  parking  structures  and  structures  operated  by  estab- 
lishments or  institutions  primarily  engaged  in  other  activities 
(e.g.,  office  buildings,  apartment  buildings,  universities,  etc.). 

Car  washes  (SIC  7542)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
washing  cars  (custom  car  wash)  or  furnishing  facilities  for  the 
self-service  washing  of  automobiles. 

Automotive  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7549)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  furnishing  automotive  services,  not  elsewhere  classi- 
fied, such  as  lubricating  service,  waxing  service,  towing  service, 
diagnostic  service,  undercoating  service,  etc. 

Miscellaneous  Repair  Services 
(SIC  Major  Group  76) 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mis- 
cellaneous repair  services,  not  elsewhere  classified.  Repair 
departments  of  retail  dealers  or  manufacturers  are  not  included 
unless  operated  as  separate  establishments  and  reported  as  such. 
This  group  does  not  include  some  repair  services  of  which  the 
more  important  are  automobile  repair  services,  classified  in  SIC 
major  group  75;  garment  and  shoe  repair,  classified  in  major 
group  72;  and  computer  maintenance  and  repair  services,  classi- 
fied in  SIC  7379.  Excluded  are  ship  and  boat  repair,  and  rail- 
road repair  shops  which  are  included  in  the  census  of  manu- 
factures. 

Radio  and  television  repair  shops  (SIC  7622)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  repairing  radio  and  television  sets;  phono- 
graphs, high  fidelity  (hi-fi)  or  stereophonic  equipment,  and  tape 
recorders;  in  installing  and  repairing  television,  amateur-  and 
citizen-band  antennas;  or  in  installing  and  servicing  radio 
transmitting  and  receiving  equipment  in  homes  or  offices,  or  in 
small  boats,  automobiles,  or  other  vehicles.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  selling  radio  and  television  sets  are 
classified  in  retail  trade.  Repair  departments  of  radio  and 
television  dealers  are  not  included  here  unless  operated  and 
reported  as  separate  establishments. 
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Refrigeration  and  air  conditioning  repair  shops  (SIC  7623)— Es- 
tablishments primarily  engaged  in  servicing  and  repairing  house- 
hold and  commercial  electrical  refrigerators  and  air  conditioning 
and  refrigeration  equipment.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
servicing  and  repairing  gas  refrigerators  are  classified  in  SIC 
7699.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  installing  refrig- 
eration and  air  conditioning  systems  are  classified  in  con- 
struction. 

Electrical  and  electronic  repair  shops,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7629)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  the  servicing  and  repair  of  electri- 
cal and  electronic  equipment  and  electrical  appliances  (washing 
machines,  vacuum  cleaners,  irons,  toasters,  etc.),  not  elsewhere 
classified.  Radio  and  television  repair  shops  are  classified  in  SIC 
7622.  Refrigeration  repair  shops  are  classified  in  SIC  7623. 
Electrical  contractors  and  electrical  shops  engaged  primarily  in 
house  wiring  are  included  in  construction.  Armature  rewinding 
and  the  repair  of  electric  motors  are  classified  in  SIC  7694. 
Repair  of  computers  and  related  equipment  is  classified  in  SIC 
7379. 

Reupholstery  and  furniture  repair  (SIC  764)  — Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  furniture  reupholstering  and  repair.  Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  selling  upholstery  materials, 
making  slip  covers,  draperies,  etc.,  or  in  upholstering  new  frames 
to  individual  order  are  classified  in  retail  trade,  as  are  estab- 
lishments making  furniture  and  cabinet  work  on  a  custom  basis 
to  individual  order. 


1.  Farm  machinery  and  equipment  repair  shops— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  farm  machinery  and 
equipment. 

2.  Lawnmower,  saw,  knife,  and  tool  sharpening  and  repair  shops- 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  sharpening  and  repairing 
lawnmowers,  saws,  knives,  and  tools. 

3.  Sewer  and  septic  tank  cleaning  services— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  cleaning  or  repairing  sewers  and  septic 
tanks.  Establishments  which  install  septic  tanks  are  classified 
in  construction. 

4.  Other  repair  and  related  services,  n.e.c— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  specialized  repair  services,  not  elsewhere 
classified,  such  as  aircraft  flight  instrument  repair  (except 
electrical),  blacksmith  shops,  bicycle  repair,  boiler  repair, 
camera  repair,  dental  instrument  repair,  furnace  and  chimney 
cleaning,  gunsmith  shops,  key  duplicating  shops,  motorcycle 
repair,  musical  instrument  repair,  taxidermists,  typewriter 
repair,  umbrella  repair,  and  Venetian  blind  repair. 

Motion  Pictures 
(SIC  Major  Group  78) 

This  group  includes  establishments  producing  and  distributing 
motion  pictures,  exhibiting  motion  pictures  in  commercially 
operated  theaters,  and  furnishing  services  to  the  motion  picture 
industry.  The  term  "motion  pictures"  includes  similar  produc- 
tions for  television  or  other  media  using  film,  tape,  or  other 
means. 


Watch,  clock,  and  jewelry  repair  (SIC  763)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  watches,  clocks,  and  jewelry. 

Welding  repair  (SIC  7692)-Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
repair  work  by  welding.  Automotive  welding  is  classified  here. 

Armature  rewinding  shops  (SIC  7694)— Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rewinding  armatures  and  rebuilding  or 
repairing  electric  motors.  Establishments  classified  here  may 
either  repair  customers'  equipment  or  repair  or  rebuild  for  sale 
or  exchange  to  users  or  to  the  trade.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  the  repair  of  electrical  appliances  are  classified  in  SIC 
7629. 

Repair  shops  and  related  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7699)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  specialized  repair  services,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  such  as  farm  machinery  and  equipment  re- 
pair; lawnmower,  saw,  knife,  and  tool  sharpening  and  repair; 
bicycle  repair;  lock  and  gun  repair;  musical  instrument  repair;  and 
the  repair  of  typewriters  and  business  machines.  Repair  services 
which  involve  primarily  electrical  or  electronic  equipment  or 
components  are  classified  in  SIC  7629;  however,  primarily 
mechanical  repair  of  electrically  powered  equipment,  for 
example,  electric  sewing  machine  repair,  is  included  here. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 


Motion  picture  production,  except  for  television  (SIC  7813)  — 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  production  of  theatrical 
and  non-theatrical  motion  pictures  for  exhibition  other  than  for 
television.  Establishments  engaged  in  both  production  and 
distribution  are  included  here. 

Motion     picture    and    tape    production    for    television    (SIC 

7814)  — Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  production  of 
theatrical  and  non-theatrical  motion  pictures  and  of  tapes, 
including  commercials,  for  television  exhibition.  Establishments 
engaged  in  both  production  and  distribution  are  included  here. 

Services  allied  to  motion  picture  production  (SIC  7819)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  performing  services  independent 
of  motion  picture  production  but  allied  thereto,  such  as  motion 
picture  film  processing,  editing,  and  titling.  Also  included  are 
casting  bureaus,  wardrobe  and  studio  property  rental,  rental  and 
repair  of  cameras  and  other  motion  picture  equipment,  stock 
footage  film  libraries,  and  television  tape  services  (editing, 
transfers,  etc.). 

Motion  picture  film  exchanges  (SIC  7823)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  renting  theatrical  and  non-theatrical  films 
to  exhibitors  other  than  in  the  field  of  television.  Estab- 
lishments engaged  in  both  distribution  and  production  are 
included  in  SIC  7813. 

Film  or  tape  distribution  for  television  (SIC  7824)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  renting  theatrical  and  non-theatrical 
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film  or  tape  to  exhibitors  in  the  field  of  television.  Establish- 
ments engaged  in  both  distribution  and  production  are  in  SIC 
7814. 

Services  allied  to  motion  picture  distribution  (SIC  7829)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  performing  auxiliary  services  to 
motion  picture  distribution,  such  as  film  delivery  service,  film 
purchasing  and  booking  agencies,  and  film  libraries. 

Motion  picture  theaters,  except  drive-ins  (SIC  7832)— Commer- 
cially operated  conventional  "four-wall"  theaters  primarily  en- 
gaged in  the  indoor  exhibition  of  motion  pictures.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  the  commercial  exhibition  of  motion 
pictures  on  an  itinerant  basis  with  portable  projection  and 
sound  equipment  are  included  here. 

Drive-in  motion  picture  theaters  (SIC  7833)— Commercially 
operated  theaters,  commonly  known  as  open-air  or  drive-in, 
primarily  engaged  in  the  outdoor  exhibition  of  motion  pictures. 


Amusement  and  Recreation  Services,  Except 
Motion  Pictures 
(SIC  Major  Group  79) 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  pro- 
viding amusement,  recreation,  or  entertainment  on  payment  of 
a  fee  or  admission  charge,  except  motion  pictures.  Symphony 
orchestras,  ballet  and  opera  companies,  and  similar  enter- 
tainment groups  as  well  as  membership  sports  and  recreation 
clubs  and  commercial  museums  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens  are  included  in  this  group  whether  or  not  they  are 
organized  on  a  nonprofit  basis  or  exempt  from  payment  of 
Federal  income  tax.  Gambling  businesses,  where  legal,  are  also 
included  in  this  major  group;  however,  combined  gambling 
and  lodging  facilities  with  25  or  more  guestrooms  are  classified 
in  SIC  7011. 

Theatrical  producers  (except  motion  pictures),  bands,  orches- 
tras, and  entertainers  (SIC  792)— This  classification  includes  the 
subgroups  indicated  below,  shown  separately  for  large  geo- 
graphic areas.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  subgroup  components 
of  SIC  7929  were  restructured  for  1977  and  are  not  directly 
comparable  with  those  from  previous  censuses: 

1.  Dance  groups  and  artists  (SIC  7929  Part)-Companies, 
groups,  and  artists  primarily  engaged  in  the  presentation  of 
ballet;  modern,  folk,  or  ethnic  dance;  and  similar  dance 
presentations. 

2.  Symphony  orchestras,  opera  companies,  and  chamber  music 
organizations  (SIC  7929  Part)-Symphony  orchestras,  opera 
companies,  and  chamber  music  organizations  (including 
chamber  orchestras)  organized  for  the  presentation  of  their 
musical  specialty. 

3.  Other  music  and  entertainment  presentations  (SIC  7929 
Part)-Dance  and  stage  bands,  orchestras  (except  symphony 
or  chamber),  combos,  quintets,  soloists,  and  similar  musical 
organizations,  groups,  and  artists  as  well  as  other  entertainers 


operating  on  a  contract  or  fee  basis  for  restaurants,  night 
clubs,  radio  and  television,  etc.  Burlesque  and  vaudeville 
shows  are  included  here;  also  included  are  promoters  of  a 
variety  of  entertainment. 

4.  Producers  of  legitimate  theater  (SIC  7922  Part)-Establish- 
ments  primarily  engaged  in  presenting  live  theatrical  produc- 
tions in  legitimate  theaters.  Theaters  which  are  normally 
rented  to  theatrical  producers  are  classified  as  real  estate 
operations  and  excluded  from  this  census. 

5.  Producers  of  radio  and  television  shows,  except  tape  (SIC 
7922  Part)  — Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  producing 
shows  for  presentation  on  radio,  TV,  in  night  clubs,  etc. 

6.  Artists'  and  entertainers'  managers  or  agents,  concert 
bureaus,  and  booking  agents  (SIC  7922  Part)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  representing  performers  and  producers 
for  a  fee  or  commission. 

7.  Other  theatrical  services  (SIC  7922  Part)— Businesses  engaged 
in  theatrical  services,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  ticket 
agencies;  theatrical,  television,  and  radio  employment 
agencies;  theatrical  equipment  rental  and  design;  lighting; 
etc. 

Billiards  and  pool  establishments  (SIC  7932)-Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  facilities  for  playing  billiards  and 
pool. 

Bowling  alleys  (SIC  7933)  — Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  facilities  for  bowling. 

Dance  halls,  studios,  and  schools  (SIC  791)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  operating  public  dance  halls  or  ballrooms 
and  dance  studios  and  schools.  The  renting  of  dance  halls  or 
ballrooms  to  operators  is  classified  as  real  estate  and  excluded 
from  this  census. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Public  dance  halls  or  ballrooms. 

2.  Dance  schools,  including  children's  and  professionals'. 

Professional     sports    clubs,     managers,    and    promoters    (SIC 

7941)— Operators  and  promoters  of  professional  and  semi- 
professional  athletic  clubs,  promoters  of  athletic  events,  and 
managers  of  individual  professional  athletes.  Receipts  of  such 
establishments  do  not  include  revenue  from  radio  or  television 
broadcasts,  from  sales  of  players,  from  concession  operators,  or 
from  noncustomer  sources.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
renting  stadiums  and  athletic  fields  to  sports  promoters  and 
clubs  are  classified  as  real  estate. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Baseball  clubs. 

2.  Football  clubs. 

3.  Other  professional  sports  clubs. 

4.  Managers  and  promoters. 
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Racing,  including  track  operation  (SIC  7948)— Promoters  and 

participants  in  racing  activities,  including  racetrack  operators, 
operators  of  racing  stables,  jockeys,  racehorse  trainers,  and  race 
car  owners  and  operators.  Establishments  which  own  racetracks, 
but  do  not  engage  in  promotion  of  racing  events,  are  classified 
in  real  estate  and  are  not  included  in  the  censuses.  Stables  and 
kennels  primarily  engaged  in  the  breeding  or  boarding  of 
horses  and  dogs  are  classified  in  agriculture. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivision  of  this  classification: 

1.  Racetrack  operation. 

a.  Auto  racetrack  operation. 

b.  Horse  racetrack  operation. 

c.  Dog  racetrack  operation. 

2.  Racing  stables  and  racing,  n.e.c. 

Public  golf  courses,  except  municipal  (SIC  7992)  — Establish- 
ments privately  operated  and  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation 
of  golf  courses  open  to  the  public  on  a  fee  basis.  Municipally 
owned  and  operated  golf  courses  are  not  included.  Membership 
golf  and  country  clubs  are  included  in  SIC  7997.  Miniature  golf 
courses  and  golf  driving  ranges  are  classified  in  SIC  7999. 

Membership  sports  and  recreation  clubs  (SIC  7997)— Sports  and 

recreation  clubs  which  maintain  facilities  restricted  to  use  by 
members  and  their  guests.  Country,  golf,  tennis,  yacht,  and 
swimming  clubs  are  included  in  this  industry.  Such  establish- 
ments are  classified  here  regardless  of  the  proportion  of  receipts 
derived  from  food  or  liquor  sales.  Health  clubs  are  classified  in 
SIC  729.  Membership  organizations  engaged  in  civic,  social,  or 
fraternal  activities  are  classified  in  SIC  864. 

Coin-operated  amusement  devices  (SIC  7993)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  operating  coin-operated  amusement  devices 
either  in  their  own  or  in  other  places  of  business.  Such 
amusement  machines  include  juke  boxes,  pinball  machines, 
mechanical  games,  slot  machines  (where  legal),  and  similar  types 
of  amusement  equipment.  Amusement  arcades  or  parlors  are 
also  included.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  rental  of 
such  devices  are  classified  in  SIC  7394. 

Amusement  parks  (SIC  7996)— Establishments  known  as  amuse- 
ment parks,  theme  parks,  kiddie  parks,  etc.,  which  group 
together  a  number  of  attractions  such  as  mechanical  rides, 
amusement  devices,  refreshment  stands,  picnic  grounds,  etc. 
Individual  ride  operators  or  concessionaires  operating  within  the 
park  are  included  in  SIC  7999.  Carnivals  operating  without  a 
fixed  exhibition  site  are  also  included  in  SIC  7999.  Owners  of 
the  grounds  who  do  not  operate  the  amusement  park  are 
classified  in  real  estate. 

Amusement  and  recreation  services,  not  elsewhere  classified 
(SIC  7999)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation 
of  sports,  amusement,  and  recreation  services,  not  elsewhere 
classified,  such  as  bathing  beaches,  swimming  pools,  riding 
academies  and  schools,  etc.  Membership  sports  and  recreation 
clubs  not  open  to  the  general  public  are  classified  in  SIC  7997. 


Music  distribution  services  not  coin-operated  are  classified  in 
SIC  7399. 

For    large    geographic    areas,    data    are    presented    for    the 
following  subdivisions  of  this  classification: 

1.  Concession  operators  of  amusement  devices  and  rides- 
Concession  operators  of  mechanical  rides  or  of  amusement 
devices  in  amusement  parks,  carnivals,  circuses,  or  fairs. 

2.  Carnivals  and  circuses— Establishments  operating  a  group  of 
amusement,  service,  and/or  retail  units  and  generally  known 
as  carnivals  which  do  not  have  any  fixed  exhibition  site;  or 
companies  engaged  in  the  operation  of  circuses  having 
acrobatic  and  animal  shows  and  individual  circus  acts.  Side 
shows  are  included  here. 

3.  Fairs— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  arranging  and 
operating  the  exhibitions  and  related  activities  usually 
associated  with  county  or  State  fairs.  Carnivals  and  side 
shows  which  may  be  part  of  the  fair  but  which  are 
independently  owned  and  operated  are  included  in  the 
subgroup.  Carnival  and  circuses.  Other  amusement  device 
concessions  independently  owned  and  operated  are  included 
in  the  subgroup  Concession  operators  of  amusement  devices 
and  rides. 

4.  Museums  and  botanical  and  zoological  gardens  (commer- 
cial)—Museums,  art  exhibitors,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens  which  are  supported  primarily  by  admission  charges. 
Commercial  art  galleries  or  art  dealers  primarily  selling  to  the 
general  public  are  classified  in  retail  trade,  SIC  5999. 
Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological  gardens 
supported  primarily  by  contributions,  grants,  etc.  are  classi- 
fied in  SIC  major  group  84. 

5.  Other  commercial  recreation  and  amusements,  n.e.c— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  the  commercial  operation  of 
sports,  amusement,  and  recreation  services,  not  elsewhere 
classified.  Included  are  establishments  engaged  in  instruction 
for  sports  or  recreation,  such  as  baseball,  bridge,  golf 
professionals,  judo,  karate,  skiing,  swimming,  tennis,  etc.  It 
also  includes  establishments  renting  articles  for  amusement 
and  recreation,  such  as  beach  chairs  and  accessories,  bicycles, 
golf  carts,  small  boats  and  canoes,  saddle  horses,  etc. 

Other  establishments  in  this  classification  include 
commercially  operated  athletic  clubs  or  gymnasiums,  bathing 
beaches,  roller  and  ice-skating  rinks,  domino  parlors, 
gambling  establishments  (where  legal),  golf  driving  ranges, 
miniature  golf,  riding  academies  and  stables,  shooting  gal- 
leries, slot-car  tracks,  ski  lifts,  day  camps,  and  establishments 
engaged  in  the  commercial  operation  of  swimming  pools 
open  to  the  general  public  for  a  fee.  Municipally  operated 
golf  courses  and  swimming  pools  are  excluded  from  this 
census.  Privately  owned  tourist  attractions,  such  as  natural 
wonders  or  manmade  exhibits,  are  included. 

Health  Services 

(SIC  Major  Group  80) 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
furnishing  medical,  surgical,  and  other  health  services  to  persons. 
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Associations  or  groups  primarily  engaged  in  providing  medical 
or  other  health  services  to  members  are  included,  but  those 
which  limit  their  services  to  the  provision  of  insurance  covering 
hospitalization  or  medical  costs  are  classified  in  Insurance 
(major  group  63).  Also  included  in  this  major  group  are 
associations  of  health  practitioners  formed  solely  for  the  sharing 
of  expenses  (including  payroll),  and  not  for  the  purpose  of 
jointly  practicing  their  profession.  Health  care  facilities  were 
primarily  coded  based  on  self-designation.  Where  multiple 
levels  of  care  were  indicated,  but  were  not  apparently  separate 
operations,  the  facility  was  generally  classified  based  on 
the  highest  level  of  care  provided. 

Veterinarians  are  classified  in  Veterinary  Services  (SIC 
group  074)  and  are  out  of  scope. 

Offices  of  physicians  (SIC  801)  — Establishments  of  licensed 
practitioners  having  the  degree  of  M.D.  or  equivalent  and 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  general  or  specialized  medicine  and 
surgery.  Establishments  such  as  group  clinics,  in  which  a  group 
of  physicians  is  associated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  their 
profession,  are  included  here.  Clinics  not  owned  by  physicians 
are  classified  in  Outpatient  Care  Facilities  (SIC  808).  Osteo- 
pathic physicians  are  classified  in  SIC  803. 

Associations  of  physicians  formed  solely  for  the  sharing  of 
expenses  (including  payroll)  and  facilities,  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  jointly  carrying  on  their  profession,  are  also  included 
here.  "Receipts"  are  not  applicable  for  these  associations  since 
their  operations  are  covered  by  reimbursements  from  member 
firms  which  are  not  considered  operating  receipts  for  medical 
services  provided;  neither  are  such  entities  tabulated  as  separate 
operating  establishments.  However,  their  payroll  and  employ- 
ment data  are  included  in  statistics  presented  for  this  category. 

For  large  geographic  areas,  data  are  shown  separately  for  the 
following  subgroups: 

1.  Off  ices  of  physicians. 

2.  Associations  of  physicians  for  expense  sharing. 

Offices  of  dentists  (SIC  802)-Establishments  of  licensed 
practitioners  having  the  degree  of  D.D.S.  (or  D.D.Sc.)  or  D.M.D. 
and  engaged  in  the  practice  of  general  or  specialized  dentistry, 
including  dental  surgery.  Associations  of  dentists  formed  for  the 
sharing  of  expenses  are  also  included  (See  SIC  801  for  treatment 
of  such  associations). 

Offices  of  osteopathic  physicians  (SIC  SCSI-Establishments  of 
licensed  practitioners  having  the  degree  D.O.  and  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  general  or  specialized  osteopathic  medicine. 

Offices  of  chiropractors  (SIC  8041)-Establishments  of  licensed 
practitioners  engaged  in  the  practice  of  chiropraxis. 

Offices  of  optometrists  (SIC  8042)-Establishments  of  licensed 
practitioners  engaged  in  the  practice  of  optometry.  Establish- 
ments where  receipts  are  primarily  from  the  sale  of  optical 
goods  prescribed  as  a  result  of  eye  examinations  performed  at 
another  establishment  are  classified  in  Miscellaneous  Retail 
Stores,  N.E.C.  (SIC  5999). 


Offices   of  health   practitioners,  not  elsewhere  classified   (SIC 

8049)— Establishments  of  licensed  health  practitioners  engaged 
in  practice  in  health  fields,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as 
acupuncturists,  chiropodists.  Christian  Science  practitioners, 
midwives,  nutritionists,  occupational  therapists,  and  psy- 
chologists. 

Skilled  nursing  care  facilities  (SIC  8051)— Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  providing  care  and  treatment  for  patients  who 
require  continuous  health  care  with  inpatient  beds,  but  not 
hospital  services.  These  establishments  must  have  an  organized 
medical  staff,  including  physician  services,  and  continuous 
nursing  services.  Included  here  are  extended  care  facilities  as 
well  as  other  types  of  continuous  nursing  care  facilities. 

Nursing  and  personal  care  facilities,  not  elsewhere  classified  (SIC 

8059)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  some 
nursing  and  health-related  personal  care  with  inpatient  beds,  but 
not  continuous  nursing  services.  These  establishments  have  at 
least  one  shift  with  a  licensed  or  registered  nurse  to  provide 
routine  health  care  and  observation.  Included  are  rest  homes, 
convalescent  homes,  and  other  institutions  where  health  care  is 
a  major  element.  Residential  facilities  such  as  homes  for  the 
retarded  and  aged,  which  provide  personal  care,  but  where 
health  care  is  incidental,  are  classified  in  Residential  Care  (SIC 
836). 

General  medical  and  surgical  hospitals  (SIC  8062)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  providing  general  medical  and 
surgical  services  and  other  hospital  services,  as  well  as  con- 
tinuous nursing  services.  These  establishments  have  an  organized 
medical  staff,  inpatient  beds,  and  equipment  and  facilities  to 
provide  complete  health  care. 

Psychiatric  hospitals  (SIC  8063)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  providing  diagnostic  medical  services  and  inpatient 
treatment  as  well  as  continuous  nursing  services  for  the  mentally 
ill.  These  establishments  have  an  organized  medical  staff, 
inpatient  beds,  and  equipment  and  facilities  to  provide  complete 
health  care. 

Specialty  hospitals,  except  psychiatric  (SIC  8069)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  providing  diagnostic  services,  treat- 
ment, and  other  hospital  services  as  well  as  continuous  nursing 
service  for  particular  kinds  of  patients  or  patients  with  specified 
types  of  illnesses,  except  mental.  Such  hospitals  include 
children's,  maternity,  geriatric,  orthopedic,  and  tuberculosis. 
These  establishments  have  an  organized  medical  staff,  inpatient 
beds,  and  equipment  and  facilities  to  provide  complete  health 
care.  Psychiatric  hospitals  are  classified  in  SIC  8063. 

Medical  laboratories  (SIC  8071)-Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  providing  professional  analytic  or  diagnostic  services 
to  the  medical  profession  or  to  the  patient  as  prescribed  by  a 
physician.  Laboratories  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  medical 
or  pharmaceutical  products  are  included  in  the  census  of 
manufactures.    Laboratories   engaged    in   medical    research    are 
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classified  in  Commercial  Research  and  Development  Laboratories 
(SIC  7391)  or  Noncommercial  Educational,  Scientific,  and 
Research   Organizations    (SIC   892). 

Dental  laboratories  (SIC  8072)-Establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  making  dentures  and  artificial  teeth  to  order  for  the 
dental  profession.  The  manufacture  of  teeth  other  than  to  order 
is  classified  in  manufacturing. 

Outpatient  care  facilities  (SIC  808)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  outpatient  care  with  permanent  facilities  and  with 
medical  services  to  provide  diagnosis,  treatment,  or  both  for 
patients  who  are  ambulatory  and  do  not  require  inpatient  care. 
Associations  or  groups  formed  primarily  to  provide  medical  or 
other  health  services  to  their  members,  and  which  themselves 
provide  these  services,  are  included.  Health  care  programs  which 
contract  out  the  provision  of  services  are  classified  in  Accident 
and  Health  Insurance  (SIC  6321)  and  are  out  of  scope  of  the 
census.  Included  in  this  industry  are  alcoholism  treatment 
clinics,  family  planning  clinics,  health  maintenance  organizations 
(HMO's),  kidney  treatment  centers,  medical  clinics  (not  owned 
by  licensed  health  practitioners),  physical  therapy  clinics,  and 
rehabilitation  centers  (medical  treatment). 

Health     and    allied    services,    not    elsewhere    classified    (SIC 

809)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  rendering  health  and 
allied  services,  n.e.c,  such  as  blood  banks,  blood  donor  stations, 
childbirth  preparation  classes,  medical  photography  and  art, 
oxygen  tent  services,  and  visiting  nurse  associations.  Estab- 
lishments of  registered  or  practical  nurses  in  independent 
practice  are  classified  in  Offices  of  Health  Practitioners,  N.E.C. 
(SIC  8049).  Ambulance  services  are  classified  in  Local  Passenger 
Transportation,  N.E.C.  (SIC  4119)  and  are  out  of  scope 
Hospital  service  organizations  providing  a  variety  of  adminis- 
trative and  support  services  to  a  group  of  independent  hospitals 
are  included  in  Business  Services,  N.E.C.  (SIC  7399). 

Legal  Services 

(SIC  Major  Group  81) 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  engaged  in  offering 
legal  advice  or  legal  services,  the  head  or  heads  of  which  are 
members  of  the  bar.  Legal  aid  societies  and  other  nonprofit 
legal  services  are  also  classified  here.  Associations  of  lawyers 
formed  solely  for  the  sharing  of  expenses  (including  payroll) 
and  not  for  the  purpose  of  jointly  carrying  on  their  profession, 
previously  excluded  from  census  coverage,  are  included  for 
1977.  "Receipts"  are  not  applicable  for  these  associations 
since  their  operations  are  covered  by  reimbursements  from 
members  firms,  not  considered  operating  receipts  for  legal 
services  provided.  Neither  are  such  entities  considered  separate 
operating  establishments;  however,  their  payroll  and  employ- 
ment data  are  included  in  statistics  presented  for  this  category. 

For  large  geographic  areas,  data  are  shown  separately  for  the 
following  subgroups: 

1 .  Offices  of  lawyers 

2.  Associations  of  lawyers  for  expense  sharing. 


Educational  Services 
(SIC  Major  Group  82) 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  furnishing  formal 
academic  or  technical  courses,  correspondence  schools,  com- 
mercial and  trade  schools,  and  libraries.  Schools  for  the 
instruction  of  beauty  parlor  operators  are  classified  in  SIC  group 
723;  barber  colleges  in  SIC  group  724.  Only  nongovernment 
operated  schools  are  included  in  the  census. 

Elementary  and  secondary  schools  (SIC  821)— Elementary  and 
secondary  schools  below  university  grade  (ordinarily  grades  1 
through  12),  including  boarding  schools,  schools  for  the 
handicapped,  and  vocational  high  schools.  Kindergartens  and 
military  academies  are  also  included  here.  Religious-affiliated 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  (owned  or  controlled  by  a 
church  or  similar  religious  organization,  or  controlled  by  a 
board  of  directors  appointed  by  such  an  organization)  are  not 
included  in  1977. 

Colleges,   universities,   and   professional    schools    (SIC  8221)  — 

Colleges,  universities,  and  professional  schools  granting 
academic  degrees  and  requiring  for  admission  at  least  a  high 
school  diploma  or  equivalent  general  academic  training. 
Theological  seminaries  and  other  religion  schools  not  offering 
academic  degrees  are  classified  in  Religious  Organizations  (SIC 
8661)  and  are  out  of  scope  of  the  censuses. 

Junior  colleges  and  technical  institutes  (SIC  8222)— Junior 
colleges  and  technical  institutes  requiring  for  admission  at  least 
a  high  school  diploma  or  equivalent  general  academic  training, 
and  granting  associate  academic  degrees,  certificates,  or 
diplomas. 

Libraries  and  information  centers  (SIC  823)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  lending  books  (free  or  fixed  charge)  and 
disseminating  information  to  the  general  public,  such  as 
circulating  libraries  and  centers  for  documentation. 

Correspondence  schools  (SIC  8241)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  furnishing  educational  courses  by  mail.  Offices 
maintained  by  such  schools  for  the  sale  of  correspondence 
courses  are  classified  as  auxiliary  establishments  and  are  not 
included  here. 

Data  processing  schools  (SIC  8243)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  offering  data  processing  courses  in  programming  and 
in  computer  and  peripheral  equipment  operation,  including 
keypunch  operation. 

Business    and  secretarial  schools    (SIC   8244) -Establishments 
primarily    engaged    in   offering  courses   in   business    machines 
operation    (except    data    processing),    office    procedures,    and      i 
secretarial  and  stenographic  skills. 

Vocational  schools,  except  vocational  high  schools,  not  else- 
where classified  (SIC  8249) -Establishments  primarily  engaged 
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in  offering  specialized  trade  or  commercial  courses,  not  else- 
where classified,  but  not  academic  training,  including  apprentice 
training,  aviation  schools,  commercial  art  schools,  and  practical 

nursing  schools.  Beauty  schools  are  included  with  Beauty 
Shops  (SIC  723);  barber  schools  arei  included  with  Barber 
Shops  (SIC  724);  and  flying  instruction  is  included  in  Schools 
and  Educational  Services,  N.E.C.  (SIC  829). 

Schools  and  educational  services,  not  elsewhere  classified  (SIC 

829)— Specialized  nondegree  granting  schools,  not  elsewhere 
classified,  such  as  music  schools,  drama  schools,  flying 
instruction,  language  schools,  and  Civil  Service  and  other 
short-term  examination  preparation  schools.  Vocational 
counseling  is  also  included  here.  Educational  testing  is  included 
in  Management,  Consulting,  and  Public  Relations  Services  (SIC 
7392). 

Social  Services 

(SIC  Major  Group  83) 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  providing  social 
services  and  rehabilitation  services  to  those  persons  with  social 
or  personal  problems  requiring  special  services  and  to  the 
handicapped  and  the  disadvantaged.  Also  included  are 
organizations  soliciting  funds  to  be  used  directly  for  these  and 
related  services,  as  well  as  community  development  and 
planning  agencies. 

Individual  and  family  social  services  (SIC  832) -Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  one  or  more  of  a  variety  of 
individual  and  family  social,  counseling,  welfare,  or  referral 
services,  including  refugee,  disaster,  and  temporary  relief 
services.  This  industry  also  includes  offices  of  specialists 
providing  counseling  and  referral  services  and  settlement  houses, 
neighborhood  centers,  and  senior  citizens  centers.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  vocational  counseling  are  included  in 
Schools  and  Educational  Services,  N.E.C.  (SIC  829).  Vocational 
rehabilitation  is  included  in  Job  Training  and  Vocational  Re- 
habilitation Services  (SIC  833).  Organizations  engaged  in 
community  improvement,  neighborhood  development,  or  social 
change    are    classified    in   Social   Services,   N.E.C.    (SIC   839). 

Job  training  and  vocational  rehabilitation  services  (SIC  833)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  training  and 
vocational  rehabilitation  services  for  the  unemployed,  the 
underemployed,  the  handicapped,  and  to  persons  who  have  a 
job  market  disadvantage  because  of  lack  of  education,  job  skill 
or  experience,  skill  obsolescences,  or  personal  characteristics 
or  problems.  Included  are  upgrading  and  job  development 
services,  skill  training,  world-of-work  orientation,  and  vocational 
rehabilitation  counseling. 

Also  included  are  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  pro- 
viding work  experience  for  rehabilitees,  as  well  as  offices  of 
specialists  providing  rehabilitation  and  job  counseling. 

Child  day  care  services  (SIC  835)-Establishments  primarily 
engaged    in    care    of    infants    or    children,    or    in    providing 


prekindergarten  education  where  medical  care  or  delinquency 
correction  is  not  a  major  element.  These  establishments  may  or 
may  not  have  substantial  education  programs.  Establishments 
providing  babysitting  services  are  included  in  Miscellaneous 
Personal  Services  (SIC  7299). 

Residential  care  (SIC  836)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
the  provision  of  residential  social  and  personal  care  for  children, 
the  aged,  and  special  categories  of  persons  with  some  limits  on 
ability  for  self-cai-e,  but  where  medical  care  is  not  a  major 
element.  Included  here  are  group  foster  homes;  halfway  group 
homes;  homes  for  the  retarded,  the  aged,  the  deaf,  and  blind; 
juvenile  correctional  homes;  and  rehabilitation  (residential) 
centers. 

Social  services,  not  elsewhere  classified  (SIC  839)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  providing  social  services,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  including  those  establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  community  improvement,  social  change,  and  neigh- 
borhood development.  Also  included  are  organizations  primarily 
engaged  in  soliciting  contributions  on  their  own  account  and 
administering  appropriations  and  allocating  funds  among  other 
agencies  engaged  in  social  welfare  services;  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  the  prevention  of  criminal  or  antisocial 
behavior;  and  regional  planning  agencies.  Establishments  which 
raise  funds  on  a  fee  basis  are  classified  in  Business  Services, 
N.E.C.  (SIC  7399).  Civic,  social,  fraternal  and  political  organiza- 
tions are  included  in  major  group  86,  Membership  Organiza- 
tions. 

Philanthropic  trusts  and  foundations  are  out  of  scope  and 
classified  in  major  group  67,  Holding  and  Other  Investment 
Offices,  unless  they  are  actually  engaged  in  providing  services. 

Museums,  Art  Galleries,  and  Botanical  and 
Zoological  Gardens 
(SIC  Major  Group  84) 

This  major  group  includes  museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical 
and  zoological  gardens,  which  are  not  operated  commercially. 
Receipts  or  funding  of  these  establishments  are  not  primarily 
from  admission  charges.  These  establishments  are  of  historical, 
educational,  or  cultural  interest.  In  this  census  all  establishments 
in  this  major  group  are  tabulated  as  tax-exempt. 

Museums  and  art  galleries  (SIC  841)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  noncommercial  operation  of  museums  and  art 
galleries.  Historical,  cultural,  and  educational  societies  whose 
functions  are  primarily  providing  attractions  for  the  public 
(funded  primarily  through  contributions  and  grants)  are  in- 
cluded here.  Establishments  primarily  operating  museums  and 
art  galleries  commercially  (receipts  primarily  from  admissions) 
are  included  in  Amusement  and  Recreation  Services,  N.E.C. 
(SIC  7999).  Art  galleries  or  art  dealers  primarily  selling  to  the 
general  public  are  classified  in  retail  trade. 

Arboreta   and    botanical    and   zoological    gardens   (SIC   842)  — 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  noncommercial 
operation   of   arboreta   and  botanical   and   zoological  gardens. 
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Establishments  primarily  operating  commercial  exhibits 
(receipts  primarily  from  admissions)  are  included  in  Amuse- 
ment and  Recreation  Services,  N.E.C.  (SIC  7999). 


houses,  are  classified  in  Organization  Hotels  and  Lodging 
Houses,  on  Membership  Basis  (SIC  704).  Membership  sports 
and  recreation  clubs  are  classified  in  SIC  7997. 


Membership  Organizations,  Except  Religious 
(SIC  Major  Group  86,  except  866) 

This  major  group  includes  organizations  operating  on  a  member- 
ship basis  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  members. 
Also  included  are  organizations  which  are  not  operated  on  a 
membership  basis  but  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  a 
constituency  or  group  of  supporters.  This  major  group  does  not 
include  business  establishments  operated  by  membership 
organizations  which  are  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  hospitals, 
hotels  open  to  the  general  public,  golf  and  country  clubs, 
fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  and  credit  unions.  All  establish- 
ments in  this  major  group  are  tabulated  together  as  tax-exempt 
although  some  kinds  of  organizations  such  as  homeowners 
associations,  auto  clubs,  and  political  organizations  may 
not  be  tax-exempt.  Establishments  of  religious  organizations 
operated  for  worship  or  for  promotion  of  religious  activities, 
such  as  churches,  convents,  religion  schools  and  missions,  are 
classified  in  Religious  Organizations  (SIC  866)  and  are  out 
of  scope. 

Business  associations  (SIC  861)— Membership  organizations 
engaged  in  promoting  business  interests,  such  as  better  business 
bureaus,  boards  of  trade,  chambers  of  commerce,  industrial 
standards  committees,  merchants  associations,  real  estate 
boards,  and  trade  associations.  Farmers'  cooperative  marketing 
associations  are  classified  in  wholesale  trade.  Security  and 
commodity  exchanges  are  classified  in  SIC  623  and  are  out  of 
scope.  Civic  and  social  businesspersons'  clubs  are  included  in 
Civic,  Social,  and    Fraternal   Organizations   (SIC  864). 

Professional  membership  organizations  (SIC  862)— Membership 
organizations  of  professional  persons  for  the  advancement  of 
the  interests  of  their  profession,  such  as  bar  associations, 
engineering  associations,  and  scientific  membership  organiza- 
tions. 

Labor    unions    and    similar    labor    organizations    (SIC    863)  — 

Membership  organizations  of  workers  for  the  improvement  of 
wages  and  working  conditions,  such  as  employees'  associations 
and  trade  unions.  Local,  regional,  and  national  levels  of 
organization  are  included. 

Civic,  social,  and  fraternal  associations  (SIC  864)— Membership 
organizations  engaged  in  civic,  social,  or  fraternal  activities,  such 
as  alumni  associations,  citizens  associations,  fraternities,  scout 
organizations,  singing  societies,  university  clubs,  veterans' 
organizations,  youth  associations,  consumer  education  and 
public  advocacy  groups  (except  organizations  primarily  engaged 
in  research).  Bars  and  restaurants  owned  and  operated  by 
organizations,  for  members  and  guests  only,  are  also  classified 
here.  Hotels  and  lodging  houses  operated  by  organizations  for 
members   and   their    guests,    including   fraternity   and  sorority 


Political  organizations  (SIC  865)— Membership  organizations 
established  to  promote  the  interests  of  a  national.  State,  or  local 
political  party  or  candidate. 

Membership     organizations,    not     elsewhere     classified     (SIC 

869)— Membership  organizations,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such 
as  athletic  regulatory  associations,  automobile  owners'  associa- 
tions, farm  bureaus,  historical  clubs,  and  humane  societies. 

Miscellaneous  Services 
(SIC  Major  Group  89) 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  engaged  in  performing
